price for repairs to the East Wing shingle 
roof (ahout 50 sq. ft.)- nailing on 01d shingles and re- 
with new shingles where necessary, is fifty dollars. 


This appears quite reasonable to me and if only 
$50.00 will put this roof in shape before painting, it 
should be done and I would ask authority for this expendi- 
ture. 


With regard to the repairs to the kitchen roof, 
Mr+ Durante has tendered as follows:- 


"I find the roof in very bad shape and would agree 
to take out most of the flashing and cut the gravel off the 
roof back about six inches and lay two ply of Irish felt 
around parapet under flashings; ree flashings, repair 
some leaks where vent pipe comes through roof. ‘Aliso would 
sweep roof clean of gravel and dirt, wash the same with hose, 
then apply a heavy coat of high melting point pitch all over 
roofs and bed mew gravel on same. My price for the above 
work is one hundred and sixty-six dollars ($166.00)."

weatherboards trim, etc., the Shingle paint to be applied 
at the rate of 200 eq ft per gallon of paint, the Hduty 
paint , to surfaces set out, at the rate 450 aq ft per 
gallon, 1 coat job to all surfaces, except such places 
where shingle replacement is deemed necessary, this surface 
shall receive priming coat in addition to standard finish."

We are in receipt of your favour of August 7th 
in regard to the vertical boiler and regret the trouble 
you are having in connection with same- 


We may say that before making shipment of the 
ut under test by_ our own mechanics and also 
by the Boiler Inspection Depart- 
was in first class condition, with no 
parent. 


We are of the opinion that the condition which 
you now find is simply due to ordinary contraction and ex- 
pansion conditions and doubtless if the boiler was in opera~ 
tion for an extended time these leaks, which you mention, 
would take up. 


In view of the test to which the boiler was sub- 

mitted before shipment, we regret that we cannot see our 

way clear to agreeing to your request that this boiler be 

caulked at our expense. We would, however, be prepared to 
send a boiler maker to Kamloops to do this work without 

profit, or in other words, at our net cost.

In connection with the Vertical Boiler in the 
laundry at Kamloops Indian Residential School, Mr. Tede 
— engineer of the Dominion Public Works, in his 
inspectian report recommends as follows? 


“Yost of the tubes were leaking on top tube sheet; 
Seam in firebox leaking. 

Longitudinal Seam below butt strap leaking. 

These should be repaired by the Manufacturer without 
expense to the Department as this is a new boiler 

and has had every care- 

Safety valve set to correspond with steam requirements 
of laundry machinery."

Occupying a considerable ares of the School 
property on the river flats is a small lake used for 
bathing purposes by the school children. The lake 
surface varies in elevation four or five feet a’ medium 
and high stages of the river, when river and lake are 
directly connected by a small channel. At such times 
the lake area inoreases more than 50%. 
PRESENT SEWACE DISZUSAL SYSTEM 

Sewage disposal facilities consist of a 
septic tank of about 4,000 gallons capacity or about 
13 gallons per head for the school population of ayproxe 
imately 325. ‘The flow te the septic tank is approx- 
imately 12,000 gallons per day.

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Effluent from the septic tank is discharged 
at about 200 feet from the tank and finds ite way by 
an open ditoh to a small pond at the foot of the garden. 

When the sewage disposal system was first 
installed in 1924, it included a sub-irrigation system 
of about 0.35 acres to which was discharged the tank 
effluent. In 1930, however, the distribution pipes 
of the subde-irrigation system clogced up, were subsequently 
re-conditioned and operated successfully for two years 
when they again clogged and have not since functioned. 
The last time was due apparently to the fact that solids 
were passing from the settling chamber to the syphon 
chamber, as was evidenced by the condition of the pipes 
recently dug upe 

The septic tank is in my opinion too small 
to accomodate the amount of debris which accumlates 
in a few months after being cleaned. The reduced cap- 
acity as a result of this accumulation causes an 
increased rate of flow throuch the tank resulting in 
decreased septization and the conveyance of solids to 
the syphon chamber. The function of the settling 
chamber appears to be nullified by the grade of the 
inlet pipe which allows a high velocity inflow and keeps 
the tank contents in an agitated state. 

It would appear desirable to have an enlarged 
settling chamber capsoity at least twice the existing 
capacity, or sufficient te accomodate from 16 to 24 hours 
sewage. 

The major problem, however, appears to be a 


satisfactory disposal of septic tank effluent and sludge. 
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The present method of disposal of septic 
tank effluent, to the pend at the foot of the zarden, 
is very unsanitary as at times a considerable amount 
of the effluent accumulates and the area becomes 
a breeding ground for flies. The stench from the 
area has bécome very much of a nuisance. 

MSTHODS OF SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

In addition to the inspection of the exist~ 
ing plant, I investigated the possibility of alter- 
native methods of disposal of sewage both in a raw 
condition and after treatment. 

Sewaze in a raw state, from Kamloops School, 
may not be disposed of other than by emptying into the 
Merth Thompson river, To do this would require the 
construction of a pipeline about two and one-ialf miles 
in length. The pipeline grade, however, would be below 
the minimum for satisfactory conveyance. 

On the attached plan are shown two projected 
sewer lines from the school to the Thompson river. 

Line "A" as above mentioned would be unsatis- 
factory due to insufficient grade. Line "B" would not 
be possible for raw sewage, due to location of C.N.R. 
pumphouse supplying Kamloops Junction, within a short 
distance of the projected sewer outfall. 

For the discharge of treated or processed 
sewage to the South Thompson river, it would be desirable 
to have an outfall closer to the school andfarther from 
the pump intakes, as dissemination in the river water 
would be more complete and the cost would be lesa. 

The disposal of raw sewage by broad irrig- 
ation is not a practical possibility due to necessity 
of pumping to suitable ground and of using other mthods 
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of disposal in winter. 

It is probable that septic tank treat- 
ment of sewage at Kamloops School is preferable to 
any other process as it is as a rule the least 


expensive to operate, and provides an effluent easily 


disposed of and susceptible to subsequent treatment 
if found necessary. ‘The sludge and detritus is 
reduced to a minimum and both are in a state readily 
and cheaply handled. 

DIS20 OF PTIC 

Effluent from septio tanks is not consid- 
ered by most authorities to be free from disease 
producing bacteria, and for that reason subsequent 
treatment or disposal should be considered necessary 
at the Kamloops Industrial School, #0 as to preclude 
the possibility of endangering the health of the 
neighborhood, 

The most readily available place of dise 
posal would be the South Thompson river, where the 
lew water flow would be sufficient to provide a ail- 
ution of about 1 in 62,000 <= authorities consider 
that 1 in 50 te 100 is ample saveguard. However, 
it would probably be unwise to empty the septic tank 
effluent directly into the river even if subse quenty 
ehlorinated or filtered owing to the proximity of the 
City of Kamloops and other users, at least until 
other reasonable expedients have been exhaustede 

The system of disposal by subeirrigation 
is the method most suitable far adoption at the school. 
It is likely to prove the cheapest to install and 
operate, and least likely to create a nuisance. The 
area suitable for the purpose is limited to about 
ene te one and one-half acres close to the septic tank, 
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but at a desirable distance from the river. 
SUGGESTED SUWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM 

I would suggest that the existing sewage 
disposal system be re-constructed with minor alterations 
to function as was originally intended. The septic 
tank capacity should be inoreased to take care of 
present requirements, sub-irrigation beds provided for 
disposal of the effluent and facilities for removing 
accumulation of sludge and detritus installed. Such 
a reconstructed system with the improvements ana fac- 
ilities mentioned, is estimated to cost complete $6015.00 
and is as shown on attached plan Appendix "Bb". 

Beds suitable for disposal of septic tank 
effluent by sub-irrigation may be constructed at en 
eutimated cost of $3745.00. Such an installation should 
consist of two units aggregating about one acre in 
area and so conneoted with the septic tank as to permit 
of alternate applications of the effluent tu the beds 
at intervals of about six hours. 

Tile in the existing disposal beds is laid 


at a depth of 4% feet. It is proposed that the new tile 


be laid at a depth of about 3 feet, whish is expected 
will be sufficient depth for frost protection. It will 
be less expensive to install new tile than to dig up the 
old tile, clean it, and refill the trench,as 4 shift 
from the ground used for the former beds is required. 
SEPTIC TANK ALTERATIONS AND ADDITIONS 

Proposals for the enlargement of the septic 
tank capacity, alterations to present tank, provision 
for sludge removal, alternating syphons, eto. are 
estimated to cost $2270.00. 
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Enlargement of capacity would be obtained 
by providing an additional settling chamber of approz- 
imately the same content as the present one, with 
gonnestion to the syphon chamber end provision for 
proportionate distribution of sewage to the two 
settling chambers, The present syphon chamber would 
be re-equipped with alternating syyhons discharging 
to sub-irrigation beds. 

Provision for removal of sludge would con- 
sist of installation of hopper bottoms in settling 
tanks with S-inch outlets and discharge pipes. The 
pipe outlet to be so located as to provide for dis- 
charge of sludge into a confined area in the garden 
to permit drying and subsequent removal. 

The carrying out of the above alterations 
and enlargements should be undertaken during mid- 
summer sehool holidays, duly or August, as the cost 
of the work would be at a minimum at that time and 
any interruption to the operation of the sewage 
@isposal plant would not affect the school. 

Regarding the employment of funds, presently 
available, these could best be used in increasing the 
septic tank capacity and alterations to existing tank, 
estimated to cost $2270., to be followed by the install- 
ation, at a later date, of the @isposal beds. 
MAINTENANCE OF SYSTEM 

Much of the difficulty in connection with 
the satisfactory operation of the sewage disposal 
system has probably peen due to lack of familiarity 
of the school staff with the operation of such systemBe 
It would be desirable that written instructions regarde 
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ing the functioning of the equipment and its 
maintenance be accessible to the school authorities 
and that the school staff charged with much duties 
ve informed of what is required to maintain the 
system in good order and at a minimum of expens@. 
The system should function from 2 to 3 
years without the necessity of cleaning the settling 
tank, and it should not be necessary to clean the 
disposal beds oftener than once in ten years. While 
it should be possible to olean the beds at a very 
reasonable cost, probably not exceeding $150.00, 
pometimes it is necessary to have the tile completely 
dug up, if the septic tenk effluent carries much 
sludge, ae the soil becomes clogged. Under such 
conditions the cont of eleaning is very much highers

It appears that early in the spring of 1934 trouble 
began to develop in connection with the operation of the above 
service. Various reports on the unsuccessful operation of this 
installation were evidently received by the Indian Affairs 
Branch during 1935 and 1936 and it is understood that the 
appropriation of the Indian Affairs Branch of 1937-38 includes 
under Kamloops Indian Residential School the following: 


Installation septic tanks «.-«+. $ 2,000.00 
Miscellaneous repairs ceeseeres 200.00 


On reference of this question to one of our engineers 
Mr. Webb was written on the 2lst of May last and in order to 
have up-to-date information, he was requested to have one of 
his engineers make an inspection of this sewage system and fur- 
nish a full report covering the work necessery to put the 
system in proper condition. 


I am now in receipt, from Mr. Webb, of a report 
prepared by Mr. Warren a copy of which accompanies this memoran- 
dum. 


It appears that the situation in respect to sewage 
disposal from this institution is somewhat complicated, due to 
the Kamloops Residential School being situated on the north 
side of the South Thompson River, a mile or so above the city 
of Kamloops whose water supply is taken from the South Thompson 
River a short distance down stream. 


The possibility of discharging the effluent, after 
treatment in septic tanks, directly into the South Thompson 
River was given consideration by Mr. Webb and in view of the 
volume of flow in this river it would seem that such would be 
a safe method of disposal. However, as the city of Kamloops 
takes their water supply from a point about half a mile down

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@ strean from where the effluent from the school would have to 
be discharged, it was finally decided that it would be unwise 
to take any chances, however remote, of contaminating the city 
water supply. It will further be noted that the accompanying 
report of Mr. Warren recommends the enlargement of the present 
septic tank and the passing of the effluent into sub-irrigation 
beds. I concur in this recommendation and suggest it be sub- 
mitted to the Indian Affairs Branch for their approval. 


It would seem from information available that the 
existing system was designed for a much smaller population than 
now occupies the Indian School. For this reason, irrespective 
of the present condition of the system, it requires to be 
enlarged. This factor accounts for the comparatively large 
amount of money estimated as required. The approximate $6000 
being therefore not merely for repairs to present system but 
also for its enlargement. 


It will be noted that Mr. Warren recommends that the 
majority of the work should be carried out during the summer 
holiday season when the Indian children are away from the 
school. It is however Mr. Webb's opinion that the $2000.00 
available this season might be used to increase the septic 
tank capacity which it will be noted Mr. Warren estimates 
would cost approximately $2270.00. 


I would be glad to be advised if this suggestion 


meets with your approval and if so the necessary actions will 
be taken for proceeding with this work this season.

SCHOOL AT KAMLOOPS, B.C. 

Examined = Oct. 26th, 1957 

Principel of School, + Father Kennedy. 

The Indian Residential School is situated about three 
miles from the city of Kamloops on the north bank of the South 
Thompson River and was visited on the above date in order to 
determine what influence the school's sewage disposal system 
might possibly have in polluting the South Thompson River which 
4g used as a spurce of water supply by Kamloops and the Canadian 
National Railways at Kamloops Junction, the intakes being located 
on opposite sides of the river two miles below the achool, The 
water fro» each supply is delivered for consumption in the raw 
state. 

From the months of September to June inclusive the 
resident population at the school ig 514 while during the sumer 
months it drops to 15. The method of disposing of the domestic 
sewage from this source my be described as followse A gravity 
source of water supply of ample quantity permits the use of numerous 
flush type toilets in the school which all drain through 4-inch 
sewer pipes to a main inspection chamber from whence the sewage 
is conveyed through an 6-inoh pipe to a covered reinforced concrete 
septic tank of two chambers with given dimensions of 165 ft. by 
7 ft. by 9b ft. deep for the settling chamber and 16 ft. by 7 ft. 
by 6} ft. deep for the dosing or siphon chamber, The liquid 
effluent from the tank discharges through a 6<inch pipe to a disposal 
field, 210 feet distant, consisting of 5,500 Tanear feet of 
open jointed 4-inch field tile laid at a depth of Sft.-6in, in

An examination of the system disclosed that the sub-

gurface irrigation part was not funotioning at all, having been 
elozced up for some time. The effluent from the tank hed a very 
strong odor from the putresoible organic matter in it and was being 
discharged into an open diteh, finally collecting in a shallow 
hollow about 1,000 feet from the bank of the river and at an elevation 
of about 20 feet above it. The soil at this point appears to be 
® heavy olay so that the liquid does not run away freely, (see 
Photo Noe Be) 

The contour of the ground is such that a rim exists 
between this hollow and the bank of the river preventing any of 
the sewage from flowing directly into the river. However, the presence 
of @ aml slough to the west of the school, (Photo No. 2), 
which is known to rise and fallwith the level of the Thompson 
River suggests that there may be a possible connection with the 
river providing an indirect means for this sewage to reach and 
pollute it, endangering the quality of the water at the municipal 
intake. 

From a calculation of the capacity of the present 
system it is apparaent that the tank and the disposal field 
are inadequate for the amount of sewage to be handled with the 
consequent results from overloading. From 40 to 50 gallons of 
sowage per capita per day are usually allowed for in designing 
a tank. Aveuming a flow of 40 gallons per capite and an average 
detention period of 24 hours the settling tank should hold 14,420 
gallons which includes a 15% allowance for sludge. This require- 
ment is in contrast to the mximm oapacity of the present tenk 
of 6,260 gallons. For a subsurface irrigation system, from 20 
to 60 linear feet of field tile per capita is required, the length 
depending upon the character of the soil.

“Father Kennedy has several difficulties at the 
present time, and has complained about them to me. He 
has abortion among his herd of cows, and this is 
threatening the milk supply at the school as most of 
the calves die, due to the fact that the school has only 
one barn, which makes it {impossible to segregate infected 
animals from healthy ones, and it also makes it impossible 
to build up a healthy herd again, Apart from the question 
of disease, more barn room is needed, and the Principal ais 
quite ready and willing to provide more cows for a larger 
suvvly of milk. In this we should encourage Him. The 
milk house 4s an unsanitary old shack which should be 
condemned. 


Since I have been in Kamloons, the Princinals of the 
School have been reauesting recreation rooms for the 
children, Basements with cement floors are not ideal for 
eymnastics and are not suitable for indoor sports, the 
ceilings being low. As a result of the children pleying on 
cement floors I have had three fractured elbows during the 
last month. 


I presume that shortage of finance would not make the 
building of a recreation hall a possibility in the imnediate 
future, but I do think that the cow barn situation is a 
matter of urgency, and if you can afford any assistance in 
procuring the barn for the school, I hone you will do so."

Previous to this installation, consi der- 
able discomfort was experienced by the staff when the fires 
were lit in both ranges in the morning from smoke backing up 
and clouding the kitchen from poor draught. This has been 
overcome by finding that the chimney carries two flues instead 
of one as believed before. ‘he new range has been connected 
with the second flue and the Sisters in charge of the kitchen 
are now all smiles, and the agent can now go into the kitchen 
without having to make excuses for the supposed faulty chimney

Dear Mr. Fergusont- 


On the occasion of the visit to the School of Major 
McKay, Indian Commissioner, we brought up the question of the 
need of an @uditorium in connection with the School. At that 
time both you and Major Mackay asked me to send you a detailed 
report of the whole question and you both promised your whole- 
hearted cooperation. Owing to circumstances over which I had 
no control I have been unable to take up this matter till the 
present time. I am sure you will understand that my delay in 
writing to regarding the question of an auditorium is not 
due to any lack of interest concerning this need at the School. 


Among the many reasons which might be given to prove 
the necessity of an auditorium at this School I shall refer to 
only one. I feel that one of the reasons why the Indians do 
not make greater progress in spite of all the sacrifices that 
are made for their welfare and in spite of all thet the Depart- 
ment is doing for them is the fact that they have little ambi- 
tion and that notwithstanding their racial pride they have 
Little or no confidence in themselves. In the things that 
really count from the point of view of the Department and the 
Chufch, they are struggling against an inferiority complen. 

This is my personal opinion. Whether right or wrong, I have 
acted according to this opinion which for me is a certainty 

and I think I ean say that I have obtained results. I have 
told the children that they can succeed as well as any other 
children if they only make up their minds to do so and in the 
few times they appeared in public they full well proved my 
contention. On one occasion Mr. T.J- O'Neill was so well 
pleased with the performance of the children that he publicly 
promised, when in Ottawa, to speak of it to the Hon. Mr. Crerar, 
Minister of Mines and Resources in charge of Indian Affairs. 
Although the children have done well on every occasion when 
they appeared before the public they have not really been given 
a chance to do their best as we have no facilities to train them. 
Did we have a hall here which the children could use for recrea- 
tion and in which they could be trained for public performances, 
to which the public cauld be invited and in which the children 
would feel at home, I am sure that we could prove to the public 
of, at leas&, this part of the country that the sacrifices that 
are being made and that the money that is being spent by the De- 
partment is not being wasted. 


In one of the circulars sent out by Mre R-A. Hoey, 
Superintendent of Welfaré and Training, he asked for suggestions 
regarding the manner in which the methods employed could be im- 
proved. (of Ottawa, 500-658, May 15,1937). At that time I made 
no suggestions as I did not know what the Department would be 
willing to do- Now, I would like to make this suggestion:

Kindly ask the Department to allow me to put up an 
Auditorium. I shall see that it is put up without extra cost 
to the Department. I would like you, Mr. Ferguson, to cooperate 
with me in this matter as you have cooperated with me in the 
past. I would ask you to supervise this whole undertaking, to 
see that no money be spent that would endanger the good finan- 
cial staning which this school has ana is anted to this 
school by all business men who have d igs wi use I would 
ask that you see that the building is put up according to the 
requirements of the Yepartment. As I have been successful in 
financing the School in the past I am sure that I can accept 
this extra financial burden without in any way imposing on 
the children that is by taking from them what is their due in 
regard to food or clothing. Could the Department see their way 
to give a more generous grant to the technical school in the 
way of material and also could they give a contribution towards 
putting in a new technical class room in @ semi-basement under 
the auditoriump I would be very grateful. 


However, I would like you to obtain permission from 
the Department according to the following specifications. (More 
or less.)

I am forwarding herewith a communication received 
from the Rev. T.M. Kennedy, 0.M.I., Principal of the Kamloops 
Indian Residential School, addressed to Mr. Indian Agent W.J. 
Ferguson, Kamloops, B.C., and a copy of Mr. Ferguson's cover- 
ing letter. In connection with the proposal of the Principal 
to erect—mainly out of school funds—an auditorium building, 
I may say that this matter has been discussed at some length 
with our Inspector of Schools. Inspector Barry is strongly in 
favor of the proposal, firstly, because of the present lack of 
accommodation for band and drill work and the physical training 
of the boys, and secondly, to allow for proper accommodation 
for Manual Training in the basement of the proposed pbuilding. 


In this connection Inspector Barry recommends that a 
small extra grant be made to the school for the fitting up of 
the proposed new Manual Training shop. In other respects the 
Inspector supports the views advanced by Mr. Indian Agent 
Ferguson. 


In view of the fact that the Kamloops Indian Residen- 
tial School is the largest Indian School in the Province and at 
present without any auditorium, I would recommend the proposal 
of the Rev. T.M. Kennedy to the favorable consideration of the 
Department.

I would nave written sooner to thank you for tne infor- 
mation you gave me that the Department nas no objection to my erecting 
a new auditorium tne cost of which will oe met from school funds 
put I waited to de able to send you details regarding the building 
I wish to put up. I have been unable to get all tne details yet. I 
do not, nowever, wish to delay any longer in expressing my gratitude 
to you for this special favour on vehalf of tne cnildren. They 
are most enthusiastic. 


As soon as I received your letter, I called up @ man 
woo was recommended to me as oeing one of the best contractors in 
Kamloops. He is now working on the tniird plan. His first >lans 
were far too elaborate. I find that tne cost of a semi-oasement 
would be anoroximately %2000.00. Tnis extra cost cannot be met 
out of scnool funds and I would not feel justified in even suggest- 
ing that tne Department contribute this amount especially as tnere 
is so much other important work to be done such as @ new barn, the 
reolacement of the cold storage system and general reoair work around 
the school for the upkeep of the buildings. 


JT am certain that #e can put up a very creditable build- 
ing with the funds we have. We might save money by hiring a few 
men and having our boys help but I am afraid that ther. might oe 
an accident and some of the boys might be hurt and tnen what we 
save might might be only at the expense of the solidity of the 
puiiding. I prefer to give tue contract to a reliaole man who will 
assume full resoonsibility and take every orecaution. 


When I receive tne plans and have nad time to study tnem 
I shall write asain and and give you estimates on cost of material 
which the Department might see fit to contribute for completeing 
the building which work will be done by the boys of the technical 
school. At the same time I shall have an estimate of cost of voaint 
for the outbuildings and varnish for some of tne floors especially 
for the girls recreation floor. I do not think the cost would be 
very great and it is very important that the work be done 48 soon 
as possible. All this vork could be done by the boys and would be 
a good training for them instead of making Little boxes for exnibi- 
tions.

Memorandum to Mr, Webb:- 
Re: Kamloops School Sewage Disposal 


During the constmction of the addition 
and improvements to the septic tank for Kemloops School, 
I found that at a depth of about 7 feet the soil was much 
more suitable for the absorption of septic tank effluent 
then at a depth of 34 to 4 feet, 


The original underground disposal bed was at 
the shallower depth and it had been planned to enlarge and 
renew the underground disposal system at about the same 
average depth, I would siggest that when and if the under- 
ground disposal systemfor septic tank effluent is adopted 
that the beds be constructed at about 7 feet in depth, I 
made several tests and found good clean gravel to a depth 
of 14 feet. As to what greater depth the gravel reached 
I could not readily determine. 


This gravel stratum outcrops on the bank 
of the South Thompson river but with the disposal beds at 
@ minimum distance of 150 yards or more from the river 
filtering should be complete. By increasing the trench 
width and the use of several rows of large tile in one 
trench, the capacity of the disposal bed area may be kept 
at the necessary capacity and the cost of installation 
considerably reduced, probably as much as 25% or 30% 
from the estimate given in my report of July, 1937, 
approximately $3750. 


Before undertaking the construction of 
underground disposal beds it would be desirable to observe 
the results from the present method of effluent disposal, 
that is surface irrigation of the garden area. The system 
has only been in operation for about two months and in 
approximately one month the school population will be con- 
siderably reduced until about September Ist, An inspection 
will be mde about the end of September or early in October 
to see what the results have been both in the operation of 
the septic tank system and in the disposal of the tank 
effluent.

Dear Sir: Re: Kemloops Sehool Sewage Disposal 
System. 


Certain improvements were made to the sewage 
disposal plant at the Kamloops Indian Residential School 
in the past fiscal year and consisted in an addition to 
the septic tank settling chanber capacity as shown in 
plan accompanying Mr. Warren's report of August 20, 1937, 
the construction of a sludge pipeline to the site of a 
proposed sludge drying pond, a change in the location of 
the effluent pipeline and its extension to the garden, 
This latter is additional to the plan of disposal contained 
in Mr, Warrents report above referred to and may be con- 
sidered a temporary measure in substitution of the under- 
ground effluent disposal recommended, 


The usefulness of this effluent extension to the 
garden will almost entirely deyend on how effectively the 
garden irrigator will distribute the effluent over the 
area of the garden below the ditch, It my be that this 
temporary measure will prove to be satisfactory and no 
further underground disposal beds required. 


The cost of the wrk done as above referred to, 
was $2193.70. The sludge drying basin remains to be 
completed at an estimated cost of $130. I would recommend 
that provision be made for the construction of this basin 
within the next year. 


We propose to male an inspection of the plant 
sometime during the present summer to see that it is 
operating satisfactorily, following which full instructions 
on the care end operation of the plant concerned will be 
prepared for the giidance of the school officials. 


In connection with this matter I am enclosing, 
for your reference, a memorandum by Mr, Whitehouse dated 
June lst, wherein reference is made to the soil conditions 
at the school and the possibility that some change may be 
made in the original proposals re underground beds should 
this be found necessary. 


There is attached hereto a plan of the sewage 
disposal system for Kamhoops Indian Residential School 
dated May 18, 1938, showing the details of the existing 
plant.

This 
work could be done by the boys in the technical school, and thus 
gave the cost of labour. 


In order to complete the pbuilding before the cold 
weather sets in I would ask if it would not be possible for the 
Department to make a grant of $1000.00.

With reference to your requisition of August 
3lst, for lumber, etc., required for the Kamloops 
Indian Residential School, if you will refer to this 
you will note that the Indian Agent recommended the 
purchase of materials from H. J. Davies, Contractor, 
whose prices amounted to $961.70. The Agent further 
stated that he had made enquiries from other dealers 
and contractors and that the prices quoted by Davies 
were as low as could be obtained in Kamloops. We 
requested you to forward the names of other parties 
asked to quote and to let us have the original tenders. 
From the Agent's letter dated the 17th instant it now 
appears that he had not secured tenders until requested 
to do so at the later date. 


The procedure has been quite irregular. As 
you will note, the first quotation secured from Mr. 
Davies was $961.70. The tender reported in the Agent's 
letter of the 17th instant, from the same man, amounts 
to $968.35. Again, in the Agent's wire of the 23rd 
instant, this tender is reported as $910.85. In view 
of these irregularities it has been decided to call 
for new tenders from Head Office. 


The Indian Agent, W.J.Ferguson, complains that 
the new regulations have caused him some confusion. It 
does not appear to me that the Purchasing Regulations 
should be difficult to understand if trouble were taken 
to read them carefully.

As requested I have read with care the 
Department's letter 154-0-5 dated March llth and a letter 
from Mr Indian Agent Ferguson No.G-H-2-4 of the 5th instant 
with regard to the provision of certain fire protection 
equipment at the Kamloops Indian Residential School. 


It is noted that the rather excessive 
previous requisition for fire fighting equipment hes been 
reduced from $607.98 to $440.26 which in my opinion is much 
nearer to the actual sum required for urgent and necessary 
replacements ad the provision for the protection of the new 
Auditorium building. 


It would appear from a foot note to the 
former requisition from the Indian Agent that he had included 
the sum of $431.39 in the 1939-40 Estimates for the purchase 
of such equipment.

As requested I have read Departmental 
letter 154-0-5 from Mr K.A.Hoey, dealing with the 
proposed new barn at the Kamloops Indian Hesidential School, 


‘ith regard to the second paragraph 
of the above letter, I may say that a sum of §2,500,00 
would be, as suggested by Mr Hoey, entirely inadequate 
to cover the erection of a suitable barn and pay for the 
material, 

I may say that I should be in favour 
of the erection of a suitable barn by the school authorities 
on the understanding that its cost not to exceed 65,000.00 
be reimbursed by the Department as suggested by Mr, Hoey 
during the current 1959-40 and 1940-41 fiscal years. 


The work would be too heavy for the M anual 
Training Class at the school, and should in my opinion be 
carried out by a contractor, approved by the Department, and 
not by day labour Under a foreman, 


It is my opinion that a shake rvof would be 
far better than a metal one, I doubt that the accommodation 
provided in the barn constructed at Sault Ste, Marie, is just 
what would be required at Aamloops, and I should favour a 
general design and plan more in keeping with B.C.practice. 

I doubt that horse stalls would be necessary, but believe that 
increased space would be needed for calves, 


Possibly with the high winds occuring from 
time to time a lower type of barn would be more suitable and 
somewhat less expensive. The plans might I believe be drawn 
by the contractor wishing to erect the building and be subject, 
together with specifications,to the approval of the Department. 


A new Principal will,I understand,be nominated 
to take charge of the Kamloops Indian Kesidential School in 


the very near future.

I have to refer to Mr. Hoeyts letter of March 23 
in the matter of the erection of the new barn at the Kamloops 
Indian Residential School. 


With regard to the third paragraph of the above letter 
I would approve of the proposal made to finance the construction. 
This proposal was discussed with Reverend Father Scannell, Pro- 
vineial of the Oblate Order, during his recent visit to this 
city and Rev. Father O'Grady, when they called at this office. 
Father Scannell agreed with the suggested arrangements and did 
not anticipate there would be any difficulty in having the school 
provide the additional $2500, which amount would be repaid to the 
school from the funds provided in the 1940-41 estimates. 


The subject has been reviewed at length with Inspector 
Barry, a copy of whose letter following his consideration of the 
proposal is attached for your information. I am inclined to agree 
with the Inspector that it would be best to have the barn built 
by the school authorities on the understanding that the total cost 
would not exceed $5000 and that construction be carried out by 
contract approved by the Department. 


I should say that a lower type of barn, with shingle or 
shake roof, would be best in the Kamloops area because of the 
high winds which frequently occur there. Nevertheless, it would 
be as well to send the plan of the Sault Ste. Marie barn along 
for guidance in drawing up plans for a building that would meet 
requirements at the Kamloops Indian Residential School. Now that 
Rev. Father O'Grady has been appointed to the Principalship of 
the Kamloops School and is to same extent already familiar with the 
proposal, arrangements could be made by him to have plans of a 
suitable barn prepared and submit same for examination and consid- 
eration of the Department. I should appreciate further instructions 
in this matter.

I desire to refer to your letter of the 13th 
ultimo with reference to the erection of 4 new barn 
at the Kamloops Indian residential school. 


It is noted that Rev. Father Scannell, provincial 
of the Oblate Order, has agreed to our proposal that 
an amount of $5000.00 be expended in the erection of 
this building on the understanding that $2500.00 will 
be paid by the Department during the current fiscal 
year and the balance during the fiscal year 1939-40. 
It is also understood that in the meantime the school 
management will be responsible for payment of $2500.00 
which the Department will refund to them during the next 
fiscal year. 


From past experience I feel that if this building 
is erected by contract it will either cost more than 
the amount suggested above or the building will be much 
smaller than the barn at Shingwauk Home. 


I am still of the opinion that the best value would 
be secured by engaging a competent foreman who would be 
nominated by the Department and by erecting the building 
by day labour with the Principal of the Kamloops school 
acting as supervisor in order to make certain that the 
building is erected as quickly as possible. 


I should appreciate your again consulting the 
Prineipal of the Kamloops school with a view to ascertaining 
if he concurs in this procedure. If so, it would be further 
understood that the approval of the Honourable the Minister 
would be secured for your purchasing all materials required.

Purther to our memorandum of the 4th ultimo with 
reference to the above, we are now advised by Mr. Webb that 
instructions covering the operation of cleaning of the sep- 
tic tanks at this School have been completed and copies sent 
to the Indian Agent at Kamloops, who is being requested to 
see that the instructions are in the possession of the school 
authorities and that the instructions are followed with re- 
gerd to the maintenance of the sewage system. 


In a letter now received from Mr. Webb with regard 
to the Kamloops Indian Residential School sewage disposal sys- 
tem, he points out that funds have not yet been provided for 


the construction of the sludge drying basin referred to in Mr. 
Warren’s report of August 20th, 1937. The cost of this work 
is now estimated by Mr. Webb at $100.00, and he states that 
it would be desirable that the work be completed before it 
becomes necessary to clean the settling chamber probably 
within the next twelvgeor fifteen months. 


You will recall that a copy of Mr. Warren's report 
referred to above eecompenied our memorandum of September 3, 
1937, and that $2200.00 was provided for work along the 
lines of this report. Apparently this wes not sufficient 
to undertake the construction of the sludge drying basin now 
referred to by Mr. Webb. It is, therefore, recommended that 
if funds can be provided to the extent of $100.00, that such 
work might be underteken this season.

On May 21,1959 the Pig Pen on the school property 
was completely destroyed by fire. It is a building 60'x14' of one 
storey frame construction. It is situate 850' from the Main Bldg. 
75' from the Barn,60' from the Chicken House. 


In the extreme East end of the Pig Pen a Brick 
and cement Fire box was lighted daily to cook pig feed. It was from 
this part of the building that the fire was first sighted. 


On the morning of May 2lst. the firé was lighted at 
6 A.M. as usual and since it was Sunday when Mass is held at 7 Alle 
the Farm Manager looked in at the fire just before coming over to 
the Chapel,which was about 6.55 A.M. All was well then. When the sistey 
in charge of the kitchen went down to prepare breakfast at 7.30 A.il. 
she saw smoke and reported immediately. The Engineer and Farm Manager 
both rushed to investigated. Fire was coming through the roog just 
over the fire box in the pag pen. 

A length of hose was run from the fire hydrant in 
front of the barn but since the point of contact was 300@ from this 
hydrant,it was necessary to carry all the hode from the four hydrants 
around the Main Bldg. and join them all together. This required at 
least ten minutes and by this time the Pig Pen was completedy destroyed 
Puarther it is known that the pressure obtainable from this hydrent at 
the barn is but 60BRbs. since it is cut in between the Main Reservoir 
and the Main Pump. 


However there was suffictent water to check any 
further conflagration.

In forwarding his estimates for the fiscal 
year 1940-41 Indian Agent Yerguson attached the 
enclosed request for additional fire equipment at 
the Kamloops residential school. In this connection 
I would refer you to my letter of Mareh 11 and your 
reply of April 14.

You will recall that your memorendum of the 11th 
of May last advised that the Indien sffeirs Brench had $100 
availeble for the construction of a sludge drying basin for 
the above sewage disposal systems 


We are now in receipt of a report from Mr. Webb to 
the effect that this work has been completed, but as this 
drying basin was to facilitate the clearing of the settling 
chambers, it has not been put in operation as the necessity 
of cleaning the chambers has not as yet been evident. 


The drying basin consists of a shallow pit 35° by 
60" and approximately 3* deep with a roadway approach. This 
is connected to the settling chamber by an 8" pipeline. To 
facilitate the distribution of the sludge in the drying 
basin, a wooden flume attached to the end of the pipeline 
with suitable apertures was provided the full length of the 
basin (60°). ‘The basin was enclosed by barbed wire fencing 
to prevent encroschment of animels. 


Mr. Webb reports that om Mr. Werren's last visit 
to this school late in October, he saw nothing to indicate 
thet the septic tanks were not functioning satisfactorily. 
The effluent was satisfactory and no solids were passing out 
of the tenks.

Dear Sir:- Your File 154-0-5. 


I have to refer to your letters of May 4th and 
October 24th, 1939, with reference to the new barn at the 
Kamloops Indian Residential School. 


The barn has been completed and, from reports 
received, is exceptionally well-built. The materials used 
were all carefully examined by the foreman to ensure that 
both the quality and quantity ordered were supplied. The 
plan adopted is particularly suitable for the requirements 
of the School and the design found to be the best in a 
wind-swept area such as Kamloops. The ground floor division 
has been painted with white enamel, which is now used almost 
entirely in large up-to-date dairy barns, permitting of 
regular washing, and doins away with the necessity of the 
constant use of lime solution for walls and ceiling. Two 
prints of the barn are forwarded, which give some indication 
of the size and design of the building. 


The Department agreed to spend $5,000.00 for a new 
barn - 50% of which was to be paid from the 1959-40 funds, 
and the School to undertake the payment of the balance, which 
would be refunded fran the 1940-41 appropriation. Vouchers 
totalline $2,305.07 have already gone forward to the Depart- 
ment and they, in all probability, have been paid, leaving an 
amount of $2,694.93 due to the School. 


It will be observed that the total of the Vouchers 
enclosed is $2,990.05 but, of this amount the Department will 
be required to refund, according to arrangements, $2,694.95; 
the difference of $295.12 representing the amount in excess 
of the $5,000, which the Department undertook to pay,could very 
well be met by the School.

It has just been brought to the attention of 
this Branch that in your report for the month of March 
you referred to the cooking range at the Kamloops 
Tndian Residential School. For your future guidance 
I would point out that it is inadvisable to include 
such items in your monthly report. They should be 
the subject of a special letter. 


It is noted that you estimate the cost of 
a new range at $400.00. Please let me have detailed 
information regarding the type of range required and, 
if possible, the catalogue number. At the same time 
you should state if you consider any allowance could 
be obtained for the old range. 


It should be distinctly understood, however, 
by the Principal that in the event of the Department 
purchasing the =—— there will be no further funds 
available for repairs and improvements at the Kamloops 
School during the current fiscal year. Our appropriation 
for the current fiscal year has been drastically reduced 
and as @ consequence when we pay the balance owing in 
connection with the construction of the barn there will 
be only sufficient left to purchase the new range.

In your letter of May 5, 1939, you forwarded 
a copy of a letter which you had received from Rev. 
F. O'Grady, Principal of the Kamloops Indian Resi-

With reference to your letter of the llth inst., 
I am enclosing herewith requisition for a Malahat Heavy 
Duty Steel Range with three ovens, at a cost of $375.00 
F.Ov5B. Kamlaops, for Kamloops Indian Residential School. 
Tenders from Eolennan, McFeely, Prior, Ltd., and Gordon 
& Belyea, both of Vancouver, BeCe, are also enclosed, 
along with an illustration of the required range, but 
showing only two ovens. 


This will replace the burnt out Malahat Range at 
the school, which has had continuous use since 1926,which 
gives fourteen years service, which is fair, considering 
the heavy strain of use required from this equipment at 
the school. The old range has given good service and I 
would favour replacement being made with the same make of 
range. 


I had Giddens & Son here, local tinsmiths, examine 
the old range for repairs and they reported that the cost 
would be excessive, and after being repaird it would still 
be an old stove. 


I might mention that Commissioner Major D.M. MacKay, 
this Spring, had a second hand three oven range shipped to 
the School, but the Reverend Principal claims it is too 
narrow, and the ovens are small. I examined this range today. 
It is 28 inches wide across the top. The length is alright 
and the condition is fair, but the Reverend Principal is right 
in his claim that it is too narrow. The School does most of 
the cooking in 10 or la gallon aluminum pots and they cannot 
be passed by one another when on top of the range- They were 
cooking lunch at the School when I was over and the top was 
too crowded for satisfactory cooking: Most of the pots and 
pans were overhanging the tope The ovens were also overcrowded. 


The Malahat Range has a width of 36 inches, eré an 
extra width of 8 inches over the three oven range at present 
in use, and this extra width makes it more convenient for the 
cooking and handling of utensils in use. 


With the range shipped the School by the Commissioner , 
and if a new one is supplied in accordance with the enclosed 
requisition, this will make three old ranges at the School 
for disposai,--a two-oven Steamboat Kange, the old Malahat 
3 oven range and the one from the Commissioner.

Dear Mr. Phelan: 


I should like to acknowledge, with sincere thanks, 
you air mail letter of May 20th, which I received the day 
before our Golden Jubilee celebration. I appreciated it more 
than words can tell. Your unfailing interest in our work of 
the Residential Schools has always been a source of great 
encouragement to us. I was very glad to thank the Department 
publicly on the occasion of the Jubilee for the great work 
it has done in forwarding the cause of Indian education at 
this Institution. 


The Jubilee celebration was all that we could have 
wisheée for. We had a large gathering of Indian and white people 
and the former were very orderly indeed. The weather was 
exceptionally fine for the out-of-door ceremonies. All were 
amazed at the ability of the children during the concert and 
the Indian parents were very proud of them. Under separate 
cover I am sending you copies of the "Kamloops Sentinel" the 
editor of which attended the concert and made his own report. 


There are several matters of business that come to mind 
especially at this time of the year when the estimates are going 
through Parliament and I hope you will not mind my mentioning 
them in this letter. I understand the difficult seatseenrer 
which the Department finds itself this year because of e war 
and the stringent measures it must take to reduce expenses. p i 
have already received the circular of Ur. McGill announcing & 
reduction in the per capita grant to 92.24%, which means that 
this School will receive $3759.72 less each year. The trans- 
portation allowance has been cut in half and Mr. Hoey stated 
in a letter to Mr. Ferguson that after paying the balance due 
on the barn and purchasing a new kitchen range the Department 


would probably not be able to do any more for this School this 
year. 


Notwithstanding the necessary reductions to be made 


I feel that the School should not remain at a standstill; there 
are some things needed very urgently: During the past year I

have gone to considerable pains and expense to keep the 
buildings in a state of good repair. I have painted the 

boys! recreation,shoe and wash rooms, sanded the floors and 
painted the offices in the administration section, extended 
and purchased paint for the new pigeery, installed a new fruit 
cooker to handle half of a ton of fruit in 50 minutes, put out 
a new orchard and insulated and lined the auditorium with 
kemlock flooring. These are some of the main improvements 
which have been done out of the School grant. But there are 
others which are very necessary and which I feel I cannot 
finance. We should have fire protection for the new barn and 
pigeery to the amount of $582.00 and a new frigidaire costing 
$750.00. 


There is another improvement needed very padly at 
this School and which has been requested for several years 
but which the Department has not been able to grant and it is 
a new technical shop and dairy. The present technical shop is 
altogether too small and unsuitable, has no equipment in the 
way of power tools and machinery, and soon will need a new 
floor. The dairy is only a small outbuilding and very un- 
sanitarye 


Although the Department has been very good to us in 
the past I would not presume on its generosity to grant us 
the two buildings in question this year. But I have a proposition 
to offer. I am prepared to construct a new technical shop and 
dairy this year and equip both, provided the Department would 
re-imburse us next year in the same manner as it is doing this 
year for the new barn. The total cost would not exceed $2500.00~6 
I discussed the matter with Very Rev. Father Seannell on his 
visit here and he sanctioned it. I should like to be free in 
the purchase of materials as 1 know where I can purchase lumber 
at a greatly reduced price, which will be necessary in order to 
construct the buildings at the above cost,labor included. I will 
be responsible for good workmanship and can assure the Department 
that the buildings will be well in keeping with the other fine 
buildings at this Institution.

This leaves a balance unexpended of $607.20 
and you should forward through the office of Indian 
Agent Ferguson & recommendation regarding the manner 
in which you consider this amount should be spent. 


I note the suggestion made in the latter part 
of your letter that you are prepared to proceed with 
the erection of a new technical shop and dairy on the 
understanding that the Department would reimburse you

Dear Mr. Phelan:- 


I should like to obtain the permission of the Department 
to retain only one pupil in School this year who has reached the age 
limit for discharge= No. 0-557 Julia Bob of the Fountain Reserve. The 
reason is that she was admitted in 1936 and,therefore, has had only four 
years ih School. She is very anxious to return for one more year to learn 
all she can. She profits very well by her time in School and I would 
recommend her being allowed to return for another year. 


/ith reference to the estimates for 1941-1942 4 should 
like to remark that the items listed are absolutely necessary. I discussed 
each one in detail with Commissioner Major Mackay and Indian Agent “erguson 
and both agreed all were essentiel. Many other repairs, which are urgent 
but not so important, were eliminated from the list as it was thought the 
Department would be short of funds this year. I am, however, under 
separate cover, enclosing a proposed layout of the School grounds, which 
need levelling very badly. It is a work which is as important as the 
erection of a building. As you know the grounds immediately surrounding 
the School are very uneven, very dusty and unsuitable for a play field. 
Because of the intense heat and lack of moisture in this area nothing 
will grow without irrigation. But it is impossible to irrigate the grounds 
properly as they are not level. I had a survey taken to find out how much 
earth had to be moved to bring the grounds to a proper level. There are 
18815 cu. yds. to be moved a distance of approximately 450 ft. The estimated 
cost, because of the distance, is 20¢ per cu. yd.,which would make a total 
amount of $3763.00. I should be very glad if the Department could help us 
as the need for a proper playground has always been felt at this School. 
After the grounds have been levelled an irrigation line and sprinkling 
system should be installed to the amount od $700.00. And there is the 
interior redecorating of the main building estimated at $1437.25 which 
has been eliminated from the estimates this pear. 


In the estimates submitted through the Indian Office last 
month we are asking the Department to consider favorably the erection of 
a technical building to cost $2000.00 and a dairy costing Saat As a 
special request I should like to obtain authority for thes? items this 
month, if possible. We need the buildings very urgently and this is the best 
time of the year for their construction. Work could begin immediately

and the two buildings would be completed before winter. The present 
deiry in particular is very unsanitary and is a danger to the spread of 
germs especially throughout the winter months when it is more difficult 
to keep it clean. And the technical building is in a poor state of 
repair, is much too small as it also includes a shoe repairing shop, and 
is very cold in winter. 


I fecl at times that the Department might consider the 
above requests exorbitant coming at a time when funds are so badly 
needed for other purposes but I do hope it will accede to the most 
important ones. I am keenly interested in the progress of this the 
Department's largest Residential School, which has been so well built 
up and taken care of in the past and I will be very grateful for any 
favors that might be forthcoming.

Please find enclosed herewith a supplementary 
estimate for the year 1941-42, in connection with the 
Kamloops Indian “esidential School, in the amount of 
$5500.00. I am also enclosing a letter from the Rev. 
Principal, Father U'Grady,U-ili.-I+, in which the request 
in this regard is made. 


You will recall that during your visit here in 
August last, we discussed the estimates for the next fis- 
cal year with the Rev. Principal, and arrived at the de- 
cision that certainitems only should be included, and in 
order of importance- It was on the basis of this discus- 
sion that I prepared the 1941-42 estimates for the School 
last august, feeling at the time that the School was suffi- 
ciently provided foryIn this regard,@lso, at the time no 
mention was made by the Rev. Principal of the Vepartment's 
being expected to pay anything towards the costs of the 
levelling of the recreation grounds- As you are aware,the 
School has already gone ahead with this work on their own. 
While this work was discussed by the Principal and myself 
at different times, the work was in no way authorized by 
this office. 


Recreation Grounds: As already mentioned, the 
School has gone ahead with this work and up to date have 
moved some 2000 cubic yards of dirt and gravel. In con- 
nection with this levelling programme, under a survey of 
the work carried out by the Provincial Public Works for the 
School, the amount of gravel and dirt to be moved amounts 
to a total of 18.815 cubic yardss s 2000 cubic yards have 
been moved by the School it leaves as per this estimate, 
16,815 cubic yards. 


While this work when completed will greatly improve 
the grounds at the school inevery way, I am of the opinion 
that the programme is too extensive at this time when funds 
should be conserved- It is possible, though that the work 
could be modified and nearly equal results obtained, and be- 
fore the Yepartment makes any expenditure in this connection 
I would suggest that the Water Bureau engineerSbe r equested 
to make a survey and a report. In the meantime, if at all 
possible at this late date, provision could be made in the 
estimates for an expenditure of $1500.00 to cover the moving 
of the gravel and dirt and the required irrigation works.

I beg to forward herewith supplementary estimates 
received from Mr. Indian Agent Ferguson covering improvements 
to the recreation grounds and repairs to buildings of the 
Kamloops Indian Residential School, together with a covering 
letter from Rev. Father O'Grady. 


With reference to the former item, extensive changes 
to the grounds surrounding the school were commenced this year 
by the Rev. Principal. During a short visit to the school in 
August, the proposed scheme was explained to me and I looked 
over the work done up to that time. I advised Father O'Grady 
that in my opinion it was work on which engineering advice and 
supervision were required and that in any case it was extremely 
doubtful if the Department could assist in any such scheme under 
the cmditions facing the country. 


The project involves the removal of considerable 
quantities of earth and gravel, road work, extensive levelling 
operations, flume construction and the installation of a sprinkling 
system. My own opinion is that changes of an important character 
should not be undertaken at any of our schools without Departmental 
authority,and I should like to suggest that instructions be issued 
accordingly. In this particular case, the whole scheme should have 
been investigated and reported on by engineers of the Dominion 
Water and Power Bureau before any work was undertaken. 


Regarding item 2, an amount of $1437 was included in the 
1940-41 estimates to cover the redecoration of the interior of the 
building, and if nothing can be done this fiscal year in this con- 
nection, provision should be made, if possible, to take care of 
some of the work in 1941-42. «

Stoker coal is about § 3.00 a ton cheaper anid 
we would burn lees of it. Our fuel costs would be reduced about 30). 
I gave the matter very careful consideration and figured over a period 
of about two years and a half we could pay for the stokers mostly 
out of the savings in fuel. The stokers could, therefore, be installdd 
without any cost to the Department. With this plan in mind I placed 
the order for the stokers but after doing so it occurred to me that 
I should formally ask permission from the Department to install them 
even at our own expense. as told that #ather Kennedy had obtained 
the permission several years ago and 1 thought it would be on file 
but I cannot find.it. The stokers are not installed as yet but

the permission from the Department next week I would be very grateful. 


I had been thinking about writing you for some time 
about the estimates for next year but I knew you would do all you 
could to obtain for us what we need most. I am very thankful for what 
you obtained for us this ar end for having the dairy authorized 
out of the current year's sropiation; we are proceeding with it 
now as the frost is pretty well out of the ground. For this coming 
year I am hoping you will be able to have the new technical building 
authorized. I understand funds may be very limited but we really need 

new building to give the boys proper manual tr ining. Anything that 

you can do to obtain the building for us this ye will be very 

greatly appreciated.--- As soon as the estimates have been passed I 

would be glad to know what amount has been allotted to us this year---. 
If you should happen to be comin; West this 

summer be sure to come this way and svend a few days with us. If 

you enjoy fishing there. are great opportunities here to have a 

pleasant holiday; yourself and Mrs. Phelan could have a fine time.

Dear Mr. Phelan:- 


I have to-day received your letter of the 20th. 
instant and wish to thank you sincerely for the appropriation to 
the amount of $343.20 allowed by the Department for the purchase 
of the irrigation pipe and also for the grants of $125.00 for 
painting, §700.00 for retubing boilers and 5750.00 for a 
refrigerator plant. I can assure you these grants are very much 
appreciated. 


Whilst I was disappointeu that the Lepartment 
was forced to omit the construction of a new technical school 
from the list of items in the appropriation for the coming fiscal 


year I can quite readily understand the omission due to present 

r conditions. However I am hoping that we will be able to do 
something ourselves towards the construction of the building. 
During the past year I was able to purchase a quantity of good 
lumber at a very reduced price from a mill that went bankrupt. I 
should like to obtain the permission of the Department to proceed 
with the construction of the technical school, using this lumber 
and completing the frame-work and exterior of the building and 
leaving the finishing of the interior for next year. Probably at 
that time the Department would be able to supply us with the balance 
of the materials needed. If the main part of the building were thus 
constructed it could be used and would give ample room for the 
proper conducting of the manual training classes. 


I should like also to obtain permission from the 
Department to construct a small frame house for the use of our 
farm instructor who married recently and is obliged to reside in 
the city of Kamloops. The distance of the School from the eity 
makes it @ifficult for him to carry on his duties which continue 
from early morning until late in the evening. 


The implement shed is in a very poor stete of repaiy 


and is in danger of being destroyed by the wind. With the 
Department's permission 1 would move it to a more convenient

Dear Major MacKay: - 


Within the last few days several local 
contractors have made surveys of the location of the 
proposeé refrigeration plant according to plans sub- 
mitted by the Department. In studying the plans 
with them I find that, because of a rear entrance to 
the refrigerator the plant must be located in the centre 
of the room thus using most of the space which we 
need for the instruction of the girls in baking. The 
plant, at less cost and labor, could very easily be 
located in the corner of the room with only one entrance, 
which would be more desirable for the maintenance of 
an even temperature and the supervision of the children. 


If the plans cannot readily be changed and 
if the contract for the refrigeration plant is to be given 
soon I would be willing to accept the responsibility 
for the alterations mentioned above at no extra cost to 
the Department.

You will observe that Hell and Young of Kamloops 
have submitted two tenders, one for $1799.20 which 
covers the installation required as per Departmental 
apecifications and the other costing $1665.20 on 4 
comewhat modified plan. 


Tn discussing the proposed inetallation with 
Rev. Principal a few days ago he explained that h 
not in favor of the plan submitted by the Surveys and 
Engineering Branch as 4t would deprive the school of 
much needed space and suggested as an alternative that 
the Refrigeration Roor be placed in the corner of the 
existing space, as indicated on the attached sketch. 
As far as T can determine I cannot see any objection 
to the Principal's pr posal. 


Pather O'Grady $s of the opinion that the somewhat 
elaborate alterations sugrested by the meineering Div~- 
fsion are not necessary and, after a DE rsonal eyamination 
of the space, I em inelined to agree with him.

approve of the purchase of the Frigidaire Unit from Messrs 
McLennan ,McFeely & Prior,Ltd., at $ 934.00 and allow the 
cum of $416.00 for the materials required. The expen- 
Aiture involved under such an arrangement would be $1250.00 
as against $1665.20 the lowest tender submitted. 


The firm of MeLennan,MeFeely & Prior Ltd., has carried 
out a number of similar installations for our Department 
in recent years all of which have been highly satisfactory.

I enclose herewith Mr. Indian Agent Taylor's letter 
of the 14th instant forwarding requisition by the Kamloops 
Indian Residential School to expend $1,184.50 for the instal- 
lation of a water supply for fire fighting purposes for the 
protection of the new school barns. At the time this letter 
was received, the Reverend Principal of the School called at 
this office and it was pointed out to him that the total amount 
available for this school for this year would be $1,600.00. 
Consequently, he expressed the opinion that the cost of the 
work would either have to be reduced considerably or held over. 
He made enquiries in Vancouver and found that he could purchase 
some 4 inch pipe for an amount considerably less than was quoted 
on in his requisition, copies of these quotations being enclosed 
herewith together with those accompanying the original requisition. 


I have no knowledge of the suitability of the pipe 
quoted on, and there would be insufficient by 122 feet for the 
purpose required. It would, therefore, be necessary to purchase 
additional pipe and it is doubtful whether this would be the 
same type of pipe, which involves considerable doubt as to the 
type of fittings required and whether the hydrants would be 
similar to the pipe. 


Under the circumstances, I would suggest that the matter 
be referred to the Dominion Water and Power Bureau for investigation 
by their engineer when he is in the locality. We could then arrang¢ 
to purchase as much material as funds could be provided for during 
the present year, and carry over any balance until the following 
fiscal year.

This request has received very careful 
consideration and the Department is not completely 
satisfied that we would be justified in expending 
such a large amount of money at the _—— time 
for the purpose mentioned. Is the fire hazerd in 
regard to these barns so great that such an ex- 
penditure is advisable? Is there any definite 
assurance that even if the installation requested 


by the Kamloops Sehool were made there would be 
adequate fire protection for the barns? In addition 
to carrying out this work it would be necessary to 
use material that is in great demand for purposes 
which are probably much more urgent than the one 
under consideration. 


In view of the above the Department is 
not prepared to roceed further with this matter 
at the present time. If there are no more pressing 
demands for repairs or equipment at the Kamloops 
School than the one above mentioned, the Department 
does not see any reason for expending the funds 
provided in the current year's appropriation.

Replying to your letter of the Ist-inst-re a 
requisition for 200 feet of cotton fire hose for the 
Kamloops Indian Kesidential School,I beg to advise as 
follows :- 

This hose was for use in the interior of the 
main School buildings,and had no relation to the iron 
pipe for protection of outbuildings. 


sith Mrew.C.Warren I inspected the protection 
facilities for barns and outbuildings,last month,and it 
was considered that the buildings now without adequate 
protection could be served by utilising the 200' of hose 
now housedin 50' lengths in four separate shelters outside the 
main school building. 


I have suggested to the Principal that the boys 
should be organised for fire fighting pmrposes,and that 
in the event of the more distant buildings being fired, 
the existing hose could be run to the nearest hydrant by 
the older barn; this would enable a stream of water to 
be thrown far enough. 


In view of this alternative protection, the 
matter of the iron pipe can be left in abeyance until 
times are more suitable. Perhaps it will thus be possible 
to obtain the flush toilets requisitioned for later.

In connection with your recent request for a 
report on extension of fire protection service to out 
buildings at Kamloops Indian School the following is a 


report in that connection, 


The attached plan shows the layout of Kamloops 
school and outbuildings, also pipe lines, pump house and 
fire hydrants, At the time the school was built and fire 
protection service installed, in 1927, service was 
adequate, as there were only a few outbuildings in addition 
to the main school building at that time. Since then a 
number of outbuildings have been erected at some distance 
from the installed fire service outlets, the greatest 
distance from a hydrant being now 700 feet. 

Fire protection service consists of five double 
outlet standard fire hydrants, four of which are housed 
and provided with 100 feet of rubber lined fire hose and 
noz‘le, the fifth has no housing or equipment, 

Water for all services is sup; lied by an 
elevated tank under a normal pressure of about 45 pounds. 

The tank is supplied by pumping from the South Thompson 
river, pump capacity is 500 gallons per minute against 
90 pounds pressure. The pipelines are so valved that in 
event of a fire the tank pipeline may be closed off, 
permitting water to be pumped to the fire hydrants close 
to the main building, thus providing water for fire 


fighting purposes at the maximum pump pressure of 90 pounds,

ADDITIONAL WORK 

During the course of my visit at Kamloops 
School, I noted that the roofs of fire hydrant shelters 
were all in very bad condition, much of the original 
roofing having disappeared, This should be renewed in 
order to protect equipment stored in the shelters <- 


cost of this should not exceed $50.00 for a good quality 
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roof on all four. 

It is suggested that the attention of the 
school authorities should be drawn to the necessity of 
taking the greatest care possible of fire hose in order 
to insure its availability in good condition when 
required for fire protection, also that the use of fire 
hose for purposes other than for which it is intended 
should be discouraged.

In reference to your notation on Dr. Me 
memorandum to you of August 14th last, we are enclosing two 
copies of a report by Mr. Warren in which certain improvements 
are suggested. 


These are few and simple and comprise: 


(a) the moving of one hydrant to a point from which the barns 
and hen house can be reached more easily, 


(vb) the installation of a gate valve between the hydrant and 
the reservoir to make the full pressure from the pump 
available at the hydrant, 


(c) the purchase of 200 feet of 2-1/2 inch rubber lined hose 
and nozzle. 


(4) the replacement of the roofing on the hydrant shelters to 
protect equipment stored in them. 


The estimated cost of these improvements and re- 
pairs amounts to |$4686.70 and if the funds can be made available 
and the materials can be obtained, it is recommended that they be 
undertaken.

I feel certain that there must be bathing 
facilities at this school and, while I agree that 
showers might be preferable, their purchase would 
involve the use of metal that is in great demand 
for purposes which are probably much more urgent 
than the one under consideration.

In answer to Mr. DM. MacKay's letter, dated Uct. 17th, 1942 
regarding the Indian Residential School at Kamloops, BeCe, 

I will answer the third paragraph first - standard black 
pipe and black malleable fittings are all that will be re- 
quired. 


Now in regard to the vertical boiler = up to 1936 the laundry 
was operated with a vertical tubular boiler No. 45794, rated 
at 9 HePe At that time the laundry was enlarged and more 
machines installed. The old boiler was taken out and the 
present vertical boiler installed. This boiler is rated at 
19 HePe This gave complete satisfaction for 4 short time, 
but when other changes were made, the boiler required forcing. 
A stoker was installed and the boiler further forced. Nature 
ally when you begin to force a boiler up to and over its 
capacity it means a greater consumption of coal, particularly 
in a vertical boiler, where the efficiency of this type of 
boiler is very low. 


In my report to Major DeM. Mackay, dated September 14th, I 
recommended that the boiler be retubed and am still of the 
same opinion and the school operate the laundry machinery 

in accordance with the steam capacity. This arrangement could 
be carried out during the duration of the present war and I 
understand that owing to the steel situation it will be 
impossible to have a poiler manufactured unless it is to be 
used for essential war purposese 


Again, the steam requirements of this laundry are, according 
to the Rev. Principal's statements, increasing so rapidly 
that the boiler capacity now required is nearly four times as 
much as in 1935. 


J would sugeest that a proper survey be made of the probable 
future steam requirements so that when a new boiler is installed, 
one large enough to take any possible increase in steam load 

be provided. 


ven if the present boiler is discarded I do not know of any 
school, except possibly Shristie, that will require a new 
boiler as all the other schools have new laundry boilers and 
they are giving every satisfaction. 


I expect to be in Vancouver om -onaay, October 26th, on my 
return from Alert Bay and will meet Major ).M. MacKay and 
discuss the whole situation with him.

The Principal of the Kamloops Indian Residential 
School has taken up with this Office and also with the local 
Agent, Mr. H. E. Taylor, the question of lowering the intake 
of the pumping unit in the South Thompson river, in order to 
inerease the supply of water for irrigation for lands of the 
School. 


The records indicate that the well for the pumping 
unit was built some years ago by Reverend Father McGuire, the 
Principal of the School at the time. The well was not placed 
at a sufficient depth to allow pumping throughout the entire 
irrigation season, with the result that, in years when water 
was low in the river, the supply available for irrigation was 
correspondingly decreased. 


Just recently Mr. W. C. Warren of the Surveys and 
Engineering Branoh made an inspection of the pumping system 
and submitted a report dated December 7th, 1942, a copy of 
which no doubt will have been received by the Department. 

It will be observed from Mr. Warren's report that, in order 
to overcome the existing difficulties, it will be necessary 

to lower the intake culvert two feet and the intake well three 
feet. An extension of about forty feet of pipeline to the 
intake culvert would also be necessary. The estimated cost 

of the improvements required is $785.00. 


No provision was made in the current year's Estimates, 
or those of 1943-44, to provide for the expenditure involved. 
The amount, however, might be made available from the Irrigation 
Division of the B. C. Special Vote from balances remaining from 
gee jects to be undertaken through the Commissioner's office, 

ivision 1, provided, of course, it would be in order to use 
the funds for such purpose. The pupils receive instruction in 
the proper use of water for irrigation at the School and it is 
possible that, because of this, the expenditure might properly 
be made from Vote 79. If any improvements are authorized, they 
will need to be completed during the low water period in winter

months. River levels have been lower in recent years and 
there is no doubt that a crop loss has occurred in some 


years at the School due to lack of water caused by high 
intake.

This Inspection was made as a result of 
Complaints by the school principal that the pumping 
plant 414 not function properly during the first two 
weeks of lay and the last two weeks of September and 
that almilar conditions sad oceurred during the past 
three or four years to the detriment of crop production 
throu lack of water for irrigation. 

On checking over cauce records at Chase on

‘ I beg to refer to voucher 534/43 in favor of Kamloops 
Lumber Company Limited for $83.40 for lumber for cattle 


This voucher was rendered in error and refers to lumber 
purchased by the Water Power Bureau for work on the intake at 
the Kamloops Indian Residential School. It was billed to this 
office by the Kamloops Lumber Yompany two days after I had been 
advised by the Public Works that they were billing us for the 
lumber for the cattle guard. There was nothing on the account 
to indicate that it was an order from the Water Power Bureau, 
and as I had ordered no other lumber, I assumed that the amount was 
for the cattle guard material. The error was only descovered when 
I received the enclosed amount for $56.04 for lumber for the 
cattle guard.

Alterations to Irrigation Intake 


In connection with the above, the improvements 
sugeested in my roport of December 7, 1943 and authorized 
in Vr, Mills! letter of January 21, 1943 on behalf of the 
Indian Affairs Branch were undertaken and completed March 31, 
19436 

The work consisted of lowering the pump well and 
intake pipe on the South Thompson River used for irrigation 
pur posee on the school property. It nad been found that 
during low water periods in the fall and occasionally in 
spring, water was not aviilable for irrigation at the pum) 
intake. The school authorities maintained that the irrigation 
geason was unduly curtailed by lack of water ror a part of 
the growing season and resulted in poor yield and sometimes 
loss of crop. 

The 014 pipeline consisting of two 18-inch 
vitrified tile pipes was uncovered and relaid two feet 
deeper as a single pipe 104 feet long with an extension of 
36 feet of 16-inch creosoted wood stave pipe at the river 
end, A conerete base and head wall was constructed to 
support the intake end of the pipe and © screen was installed 
to prevent drift from entering 

A sheet pile coffer dam installed to facilitate 
excavation in the river bed was left in place and was 
packfilled with rock, covering the pipe to a depth of about 
two feet and for a distance of about 50 feet from the river 


end towards the well, a riprap of rock was provided outside 
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the coffer dam. 

The concrete well curbing was lowered about two 
feet six inches and a concrete bottom installed in the well. 
The work of lowering the curbing proved to be very hazardous 
owing to the poor quality of the concrete. ile fractured 
badly and broke off at the bottom luring the process of 
lowering and had to be replaced. Three feet in height was 
added to the top of the well to compensate for the lowering 
of the curbing and three feet of ten-inch wrot steel pipe 
was added to tne length of the suction pipes fumping had 
to be maintained throughout the operation owing to excessive 
seepagee 

The cost of the work was $839.24 of which $186.46 
was expended for materiai and $652.78 for labour and super- 
visione 

Wo aifficulty should be encountered in future in 
securing an adequate irrigation supply. Some difficulty may 
nowever, be experienced with ice during very cold winters. 
The old intake pipeline was just above the ice elevation 
under normal conditions. It is quite possible that with an 
extremely low river level some damage may be caused at the 


outer end of the pipeline.

August 10th from the Provincial Fire Marshal, together with a 
copy of Deputy Fire Marshal Oswald's report on his inspection 
of the Kamloops Indian Residential School. A copy of this report 
was forwarded to Mr. Indian Agent Taylor and as a result of 
further correspondence with the Agent and the office of the Fire 
Marshal Mr. Taylor has submitted the attached requisitions covering 
the supply of 16 five gallon pump cans and 5 panic bolts for fire 
escape doors at the school. These items are obtainable in Van- 
couver at a cost of $18.27 each for the five gallon pump cans and 
$11.50 each for the panic bolts, making a total cost of approxi- 
mately $350.00 f.0.b. Vancouver. 


It would appear that in order to bring the fire 
fighting equipment at this school up to the standards required 
by the Provincial Fire Marshal and in order to properly safeguard 
the lives of the pupils and the buildings, the equipment should 
be supplied, and if funds are available it is recommended that 
authority be granted to purchase the equipment in Vancouver.

The Kamloops indian Residential School is very capably administered 
by Kev. F. O'Grady and close co-operation is maintained with him 
regarding all phases of school activity and of building maintenance.

Dear Sir: Re: High pressure Laundry Boilers - 
at Indian Residential Schools - 


At my last inspection of the boilers at Kamloops School, I found 
that the overload of this boiler was beginning to show injurious 
effects in the number of leaking tubes on the top plate. 


On October 9th, 1942, I made a report on the condition of the 
Laundry, which I am now énclosing with this report. 


Since making my inspection, you have received a letter from 
Rev. Father F. O'Grady, Prineipal of the School, asking for 
suggestions to overcome the steam shortages. 


In addition, you received a letter, dated September 8th, 1945, 

from Mr. J. Coleman, Asst. Commissioner, stating that Mr, Ashbridge, 
Indian Agent at Port Alberni, asked for a new laundry poiler for 
Christie School and quoting price for same. 


On working out the steam requirements for the laundry at Kamloops 
School, I find that it will take 6 boiler of 28 H.P. When the 
new mangle, now in the laundry, is installed, the steam require- 
ments will be 34 H.P. In view of the above, I will suggest the 
following for your consideration: 


(1) ‘Install in the laundry, at Kamloops, a 50 H.P. Hori- 
zontal Return Tubuler boiler, stoker-fired, to carry 
a steem pressure of 150 lbs. 


(2) Install a reducing valve on the steam main and re- 
duce the steam to 90 lbs. at the mangles. 


(3) Take the present Vertical boiler, have it retubed 
and installed at Christie School. 


If this is adopted, there will be no furtier trouble for some 
years, and it should be done as soon as possible.

In answer to Mr, D.M, MaoKay'’s letter, dated Oct. 17th, 1942 re- 
garding the Indian Residential School at Kamloops, B,c., I will 

answer the third paragraph first - stendard black pipe and black 
malleable fittings are all that will be required, 


Now in regard to the vertical poiler - up to 1936 the laundry was 
operated with a vertical tubular boiler No. 43794, rated et 9 H,P. 
At that time the laundry was enlarged and more machines installed. 
The old boiler wes taken out and the present vertical poiler in- 
stalled. This boiler is rated at 19 H.P, This gave complete sat- 
isfection for a short time, but when other chenges were made, the 
poiler required forcing. A gtoker wes installed and the boiler 
further forced. Naturally when you begin to force a poiler up to 
and over its capacity it means & greater consumption of coal, per- 
ticulerly in e vertical boiler, where the efficiency of this type 
of boiler is very low. 


In my report to Major D.M. MacKay, dated September 14th, 1 recom- 
mended that the boiler be retubed and am still of the same opinion 
ana the school operate the laundry machinery in accordance with the 
steam capseity. This arrangement could be carried out during the 
duration of the present war and I understend thet owing to the steel 
situation it will be impossible to heve & boiler manufactured unless 
it is to be used for essential war purposes. 


Again, the steam requirements of this laundry are, secording to the 
Rev. Principal's statements, inereasing so papidly that the boiler 
capacity now required is nearly four times as much as in 1935. 


I would suggest that ae proper survey be made of the probable future 
steam requirements so that when a new boiler is installed, one large 
enought to teke any possible increase in steam load be provided. 


Even if the present boiler is discarded I do not know of any school, 
except possibly Christie, that will require a new boiler es all the 
other schools have new laundry boilers end they are giving every 
satisfaction. 


I expect to be in Vancouver on Monday, October 26th, on my return 
from Alert Bay end will meet Major D. M, MacKay end discuss the 
whole situation with him.

I enclose herewith copieg of Mr. T. J. Arnall's 
reports covering his inspection of the boiler and machinery 
at the Kamloops Residential School, together with copies 
of Inspection Certificates for boilers Nos. 43710,.435711 
and 44501. Copies of these reports have been supplied to 
the Agenct and the Principal of the school and the originals 
of the certificates have been posted in the boiler room, 


With reference to the boiler [Inspector's remarks 
regarding boiler 44501, I enclose herewith copy of a report 
dated September 17th by Mr. Arnall from which it will be 
noted that he recommends the installation of a 50 H.P., 
Horizontal Return Tubular Boiler, stoker fired, to carry a 
steam pressure of 150 lbs., to replace the existing boiler 
in the laundry which he suggests might be retubed and 
installed in the Christie School. Father Mulvihill, principal 
of the Christie School considers that it would be impossible 
to land this boiler at Kakawis and further that it is in 
excess of their requirements, but it is considered that this 
question could be left in abeyance for the present pending 
a decision in connection with the transfer of the Christie 
School to the Air Force Hospital at Long Beach, near Kakawis. 


Quotations on a 50 H.P. boiler in accordance with 

Mr. Arnall's specifications were obtained in order that we 
might be in a position to advise the Department of the 
approximate cost and Mr. Arnall's comments with respect to 
tne quotations are enclosed. It will be noted that the ‘cost 
of a new boiler will be approximately $3500.00 at the school. 
No provision was made in the current estimates for this 
expenditure or in the 1946-47 estimates as we were not aware 
at the time the estimates were prepared that the expenditure 
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would be necessary. In view of Mr. Arnall's warning that 
serious trouble will occur due to the continued overloading 
of the present boiler, it is thought that if possible 
provision should be made in the Supplementary ustimates for 
the necessary expenditure. It would be appreciated if you 
would advise if it is likely that funds can be secured from 
any source in the near future.

In answer to the letter of the 2lst instant from 
Major D. M. MacKay, Indian Commissioner for B.C., 
re the above, I would strongly recommend that 

an Eclipse Type Horizontal kKeturn Tubular boiler 
be purchased for this school, for the following 
reasons: 


1. This type of boiler being enclosed in a brick- 
lined steel casing takes up much less room and is 
more compact. 


2. The upkeep is much less, than one having a full 
brick setting.

It is proposed to carry a new 4" steam main from 
boilers to main building, and before leaving the boiler room, 
drop the 3" steam line to a point approximately 5 ft. below 
grade. At that point we drip the steam main and increase the 
size of steam main to 3-1/2" until we enter the Auditorium,

I received the copy of the letter you addressed 
to Mr. D. MacRitchie, Chief Priority Officer of the War Assets 
Gorporation in Montreal in connection with the purchase of a 
Caterpillar D6 from the Military Training Centre at Vernon, B.C. 
I wish to thank you for your efforts towards obtaining this machine 
for our needs. 


As far as I know the machine in question has not 
yet been declared surplus. I learned recently that all such equipment 
of the Armed Forces, being Crow property, is turned over, when not 
needed, to the Crown Assets Allocation. If the latter have no use 
for it it is then turned over to the War Assets Corporation for 
sale to the general public.

My dear Mr. Phelan: 


The above school is possibly the largest in the Indian 
Depertment system of schools. It is, generally speaking, in good 
condition in spite of the fact that very little has been set aside 
for the last ten or twelve years, for general repairs and upkeep. 
Te following demands are now made by the principal and T hope that 
sufficient money will be provided in the coming estimates, for each

had at least 505 present on its roll and the principal now demands an 
increase of 20 pupils because with the increase cost of living, it is 
becoming {mpossible for him to keep this supernumerary number without 


NY Je (1) The school has an authorized pupilage of 285 but it has

(2) Only $1500.00 has been provided for general repairs and 
upkeep for this very large building and this sum, you will admit, is 
not sufficient, The principal is, therefore, asking that this be 
increased to $3000.00 per year. At the present time, all outside 
buildings have to be painted and the interior of the school should 
also receive 2 great deal of attention. Tt is impossible to do so with 
the amount of $1500.00 which has been provided in the past. 


(3) Father O'Grady, the principal, who has had great deal. of 
experience in the supervising of Indian Reserves, has come to the 
conclusion that for his district, the establishment of a Mounted Police 
Post is essential and he now asks the Department to study this project 


(over..eees) 
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and, if possible, provide the funds necessary for this purpose, 

out of the present year's estimates. The Indians have a salutary 

fear of the Mounted Police and a greet deal of drinking, if not all 

of it, would completely disappear from the Reserve under the protec- 
tion of this Post. Most of the immorality and lewd conduct of young 
people would cease, 4% the constant vigilance of the Mounted Police 
was present. ‘The satie would hold in the case of free unions. At the 
present time, the Indians have much less Police protection thah the 
White people and they are abusing their liberty with results that 

are becoming every day, more costly to the Department of Indian Affairs. 


(4) The school has established a small saw-mill to provide 
lumber for its own needs and those of the Indians desiring to puild a 
home for themselves, particularly for such former pupils who are 
getting married and who wish to establish their homes on the Reserves. 
The cost of this sgaw-mill has been around $3,000.00 and so far, only 
4500.00 has been received from the Department towards it. Father 
O'Grady is of the opinion that a larger amount should be contributed 
by the Department, as this mill will supply the needs of the Indians, 
which is the normal duty of the Department to provide for.

In the Kamloops Territory, irrigation is the only means of 

% | browing crops of grain and hay. This holds for the Whites as well 

} as for the Indians. At the present time, the Indians of the Kamloops 

| Territory have almost no {irrigation facilities. If they had, they 

would probably cease being just labourers and would establish homes 
on their own lands. Would it be possible for the Department of Indian 
Affairs to have a survey made to find out what the cost of an 
irrigation project would be? A sum of money for this purpose should 
be provided in this year's estimates and if the scheme proved 
feasible, funds for this purpose could be {included in next year's budgete 


(6 The last request of Father O'Grady is for a High School. He 
claims that Kamloops is sufficiently central for this purpose and he also 
| states that his own school would provide,on the present basis of 8th 
Grade graduates, about 20 pupils per year. As Williams Lake, Lejac, 
Mission City and Sechelt Schools could also senda their 8th Grade 
pupils to Kamloops, without very great expense, the pupilage of t is 
High School could easily reach from 110 to 150 pupils. Tis number would 
provide four classes of about 30 pupils each. 


Of course, a High School would mean the pbuilding of a complete 
unit end would be fairly costly, but I think it is a practical solution 
of the High School problem, as far as our B.C. Indians are concerned and 
one which should receive the immediate attention of the Department.

I wish to refer to the subject matter of my letter 
of November 2nd and your reply thereto dated November 6th 
and wish to enclose for your information a further letter 
regarding the matter from Rev. Father O'Grady, Principal 
of the Kamloops Indian Residential School. It will be 
observed that the Rev. Principal is prepared to put up 
half of the cost of the tractor, i.e. $3,918.00 provided 
the Department will meet the balance required and reimburse 
the school for their outlay in the next fiscal year. 

x Oug. e de Ss set ou n you of November 
6th is quite definite with respect to the purchase of this 

particular machine, I felt that this new proposal submitted 
by Principal O'Grady should be placed before the Department 
for consideration. 


Inasmuch as a machine of this kind could be used to 
great advantage in the construction of irrigation works 
and clearing the necessary rights-of-way etc., it seems to 
me that funds of the B.C. Special Vote - Irrigation, could 
properly be used for the purchase of such equipment. As 
you have advised, however, we are not in a position to know 
what the balances in this and other divisions of Vote 79 
will be until after the close of the current fiscal year 
and consequently such funds could not at this time be applied 
on the purchase of equipment or for other purposes. The 
Department's difficulty when funds are not readily available 
for the purchase of such equipment is appreciated. 


This type of machine is not too heavy for the work

It will be noted that mention is made of men being 
trained to operate it, and that Indians operating are 
not likely to be less competent than white men. We talked 
thie over regarding the D-4 for St. Regis, and it was 
considered that one man only should operate it - and that 
he should accompany the machine wherever it goes.

The proposal outlined in your letter has been given 
careful consideration. The problem is that the Department is 
willing to purchase a tractor for use at the Kamloops School 
and for use on irrigation projects and road building in the 
Kamloops Agency, but the purchase of this particular machine 
is felt to present certain difficulties. 


At the present time the largest machine in use on 
similar projects is a D-4. One of these is in use in Nova 
Seotia and has been found to be as heavy 4s required for all 
purposes. We also have one in use at Norway House, Manitove, 
which is proving to be very satisfactory. 


The D-8 machine is so heavy that a special carrier 
vehicle is required to move it from one place to another. 
If you intend using it on irrigation projects and for road 
building, then it will be necessary to use provincial highways 
for transporting it. The laws of the province prohibit a tractor 
being driven on provincial roads. Therefore you would require 
a tractor transporter. 


On the other hand a D-4 machine can be loaded into a 
two or three ton truck and moved from one project to another 
quite easily. 


The second disadvantage of using a D-8 machine is 
that considerably more maintenance is required to keep it 


eececeee Operating 
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operating efficiently. This means the employment of @ 
highly skilled driver. 


Would you please bring these two points te the 
attention of the Reverend Father O'Grady, a8 it is quite 
possible that he does not realize the large size of the 
D-8 machine and its very heavy costs of operation.

Dear Dr. Scott; 


With reference to the Farm Loan Act passed by the 
Federal House, by means of which several of the Provinces will be 
enabled to finance agricultural long-term loans, I had an interview 
to-day with Hon. J.E.Brownlee, Premier of Alberta, on the subject 
of my prospective employment in this work.

Since the construction of the School little 
or no attention has been goven to the floors which are now 
wearing badly and soon will need repair. Including the Auditorium 
ther is approximately 30,000 sq. ft. of faoor space to be gone 
over with a sanding machine and the whole surface treated with 
a penetrating varnish. The cost, J am told, for contract sanding 
is in the neighborhood of 12 cents per sqare foot which would make 
the work prohibitive.

In a letter dated October 22nd, 1947, 
Reverend Father O'Grady, principal of the Kamloops 
Residential School requested authority to expend 
an amount of slightly over $1,500.00 for material 
and labour in erecting a machine shop. At that 
time he was advised that owing to heavy commitments 
upon our appropriation it was not possible to give 
favourable consideration to his request. 


This morning we received a telegram 
from him urging us to give approval of the expend- 
iture required for the machine shop. 


For your personal information the fol- 
lowing amounts have been provided in the appropriation 
for the fiscal year 1948-49 for Kamloops Residential 
School: 


Steam Press for Laundry and 
New Toilets - - - - $1,700. 


Repairs to Roof - - = $ 900. 


Levelling Playgrounds - - $2,400. 
$4,000. 


The amount of $4,000.00 mentioned above 
is apportionatly larger than the amount provided at 
any other Indian Residential School in Canada during 
the current fiscal year and it should be kept in mind 
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by all parties concerned that the amount of $4,000.00 
for repairs and improvements and purchase of new equip- 
ment at the Kamloops School during the fiscal year 
1948-49 cannot be exceeded. 


These figures are not being supplied to 
Father O'Grady at the present time and should be 
treated confidentially as far as you are concerned. 


We realize that the Kamloops school is 
being well operated under Father O'Grady but at the 
same time we believe that the whole situation at 
Kamloops should be very carefully reviewed with a 
view to determining if additional new buildings are 
absolutely essential or if the accommodation in the 
present buildings could be rearranged to provide for 
the services that are necessary. 


In a large measure the success of an Indian 
Residential School depends upon the qualities of the 
principal. we do not question Father O'Grady's ability 
but we wonder if in the event of his being transferred 
to some other field of activity,another principal would 
be able to properly handle the very extensive set-up 
that now exists at Kamloops and which should provide 
all the facilities that can reasonably be expected. 


We would like you to give this matter 
your very serious consideration and let us have your 
views before we decide in exactly what manner the 
amount provided in the current year's appropriation 


should be expended.

In a recent interview with the Principal, the Rev. 
Father O'Grady of Kamloops Indian Residential School, he 
intimated that the end of the fiscal year 1947-48 left his 
school financially with a dewit balance of approximately 
$10,000 which he states can be attributed largely to the 
purchase of a bulldozer and the erection of three permanent 
buildings - root cellar, machine shed and grain storage 
building. These buildings were referred to in my report on 
this school dated March 10th, 1948. 


Attached you will find a statement in triplicate 
covering the cost of lumber, nails and paint used in the 
erection of these buildings, which amount to $2,947.81. I 
might point out that the Department contributed to the extent 

Jof $826.50 to the cost of materials for the construction of 
the grain storage shed but it is not clear whether the 
materials purchased by the Vepartment are included in the 
y list submitted by the Reverend Principal. The low cost of 
4 per is due to its being produced in the school sawmill. 


\\ MM The Principal feels that some consideration might 
Wy e given by the Department to help defray the cost of 
materials used in these permanent buildings as they were 
essential to the operation of the school and will remain 
satisfactory for many years to come, and thus help reduce 
the large debit bank balance. At his request I am forwarding

Please find attached two letters which have 
been recently received from Dr. J. J. Gillis, M.L.A., concerning 
the building of the classroom block at the Kamloops Xesidential 
School, Also attached is a letter of May 29 from Dr. Gillis. 

I have also attached letters sent by the Department to Dr. 
Gillis in answer to his correspondence and a copy of a personal 
letter which I have just written to Father O'Grady. 


You have shown in your letter of April 23 
that you realize the difficulties of awarding tenders in 
excess of $5,000.00. ‘Therefore I would ask that you contact 
Father O'Grady and attempt to correct the misunderstanding 
which seems to have arisen. 


While Father O'Grady was given partial 
specifications for the classroom block, officials of the 
Department did not commit themselves to awarding him a contract. 
In fact, they could not so commit themselves. It is regretted 
that this misunderstanding hes occurred and it is hoped that 
you can straighten the matter out to the satisfaction of 
all concerned.

As stated in my letter of June 8th, the Minister's 
office has approved the erection of this building on a day 
labour basis and the employment of Mr. Swen as foreman- 
carpenter. It is understood that the necessary materials 
will be purchased by the Department. 


The Principal, Reverend Father O'Grady, has been 
4n Ottewa for the past ten days and we have carefully dis- 
cussed the whole situetion with him on different occasions. 


The following decisions have been reached, 


(1) The erection of the building will proceed 
along the general lines outlined in my letter 
of June 8th. 


(2) The Department is today ordering a car load 
of cement which we hope will be delivered to 
the school within a reasonable time. 


(3) Father O'Grady expects to be in Vancouver 
about August lst at which time he will further 
consult Mr. Swen regarding the bill of 
materials and elso interview you. 


It should be understood that any lumber that 
Father O'Grady has available from his mill 
should be purchased, provided it meets the 
requirements.

Further to my letter of September 7th, we have 
not made as much progress in connection with the above- 
mentioned building as we had hoped, due partly to delay in 
securing sufficient details with regard to material require- 
ments, but even so, the delays experienced so far will not 
likely have any effect on the progress made in the actual 
erection of the milding for the reason that the earliest 
delivery possible on the required steel beams is six weeks. 


A quotation from Dominion Bridge Co. Ltd. on 
the steel required at a cost of $1380.00 f.o.b. Vancouver, 
is enclosed and I would ask that the order be placed with 
them at the earliest possible date as delivery is quoted 
as six weeks from receipt of the Order. I may say I have 
discussed this matter with Father O'Grady recently and he 
is not greatly concerned with the delay in the delivery 
of the steel for the reason that this will only temporarily 
halt the construction of the milding, and the most 
important thing which is being proceeded with at the moment, 
is to have the cement completed before cold weather sets 
in. 


For your information, I would advise:- 


rye and specifications were submitted to Sigurdson 
Millwork Co. Ltd., Vancouver, who have prepared a 
bill of material and tendered on supply of same. 
Their tender is not typed and in places it is almost 
4llegible to a layman, consequently, I have asked 
them to submit another tender in duplicate which will 
be forwarded in « day or so to enable the Purchasing 
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Agent to place the order. 


Reinforcing wire and reinforcing rods were ordered from 
Evans, Coleman and Evans and have been delivered to the 
site. 


14 kegs of nails were ordered from Gordon and Belyea 
Ltda. and part of this order has been delivered to the 
site. We have yet to order 5 more kegs of nails put as 
the neil factory in Vancouver is closed down, these 

are not immediately available. 


With my letter of September 7th, I enclosed lists of 
materials required, one of which listed the material to 
be shipped from Vancouver including lumber for ceiling 
joists and rafters, insulation, asbestos shingles, etc. 
We have called for tenders on the supply of this 
material but as there is some confliction between this 
list and the list quoted on by Sigurdson Millwork, some 
revision will be necessary before the tenders can be 
forwarded to you in proper form for submission to the 
Purchasing Agent. 


Superintendent Bruce wes asked to submit specifications 
on the WEPSESs plumbing and heating to Kamloops con- 


tractors and understend from Father O'Grady that we 
may expect to receive tenders on these installations 
within a few days. 


Father O'Grady has suggested, and I concur, that it would 
be desirable to finish the exterior walls of the building 
with Insul-brick Siding rather than esbestos shingles. 
Mr. Swan is preparing an estimate for the quantity of 
siding required and tenders will be called for on this 
item. 


It will be apparent from the above that the 
matter of the construction of this classroom block is in 
hand and the most important thing at the moment is the placing 
of the order for the steel beams.

You will note from Superintendent Bruce's 
letter of October 20th and communication from Reverend 
Father 0'Grady enclosed, that in their opinion the new 
classroom block could be more efficiently heated and at 
less capital cost by installing the necessary heating 
system in the present boiler room of the school block 
and by conveying hot water through a a4 in ch main. 


Apart from the other advantages of this 
proposal Father O'Grady suggests that this would leave 
the basement area of the new building cleared of 
obstructions and would enable it to be converted into 
four additional classrooms and would eliminate the 
necessity for steel beams. 


I feel that both these suggestions should be 
reviewed by the engineers who designed the building and 
that we should be guided by their recommendation. An early 
decision would be desirable however, inasmuch the order has 
been placed for the steel beams.

Dear Mr. Bruce:- Re: Heating Classroom Block 


The Classroom Block,which is being 
constructed in connection with this Schéol, calls for 
its own heating system being installed on the basement 
floor. This would be ideal were the building constructed 
as a unit apart from any other School but where it is 
attached to a Residential School it would be much more 
economical and practical to have the heating boiler 
installed in the boiler room of the main building where 
there is ample space and large storage facilities for coal. 
It would require, of course, a coal stoker. 


Besides decreased operating costs and added 
facilities for firing the distinct advantage of having the 
heating boiler installed in the main building is that space 
for two more classrooms would be gained on the basement 
floor of the classroom block. The basement floor would be 
divided into four rooms of exactly the same size as the 
four classrooms above and wooden beams with truss rods 
could then be used instead of the steel beams which may 
be more difficult to obtain now because of recent curtailments 
on the import of steel. quite a considerable saving could 
be effected in using wooden instead of steel beams. 


I would appreciate your asking the 
~epartment for a decision in this matter as soon as possible.

erate rooms, wooden beams could be used with truss 
rods saving an expenditure of approximately $1000.00.

You will note from Superintendent Bruce's letter 
of October 20th and communication from Reverend Father O'Grady 
enclosed, that in their opinion the new classroom block could 
be more efficiently heated and at less capital cost by in- 
stalling the necessary heating system in the present boiler 
room of the school block and by conveying hot water through 
a 2% inch main, 


Apart from the other advantages of this proposal 
Father O'Grady suggests that this would leave the basement 
area of the new building cleared of obstructions and would 
enable it to be converted into four additional classrooms 
and would eliminate the necessity for steel beams. 


I feel that both these suggestions should be 
reviewed by the engineers who designed the building and that 
we should be guided by their recommendation.

per plan". They also quote an alternative figure of $1,635.00 
based on piping the domestic hot and cold water from the boiler 
room of the Residential School to an arrangement not shown on 
the plan, 


If the plumbing is to be installed in accordance with 
our plan and specification, it is suggested that the Indian Af- 
fairs RPranch would be well advised to accept the tender of 
51,035.00 submitted by Giddens and Sons, which seems to us to be 
fair and reasonable, 


No mention is made in either tender of a septic tank, 
It is pointed out that our plan is an adaption of a standard 
arrangement and shows septic tank details for use in areas where 
a tank is necessary. The plan shows the main house drain and 
incoming water line capped just outside the building wall for 
extension by others. It is assumed that the Indian Affairs 
Branch will arrange to have these lines extended and connected 
to sources on the property outside the terms of the contract.

We would then be 
in @® position to comment on the quotations submitted based on 
our revised plans. 


The lowest tender received for doing the electrical 
work was submitted by C.L. Wain and Son in the amount of $1,641.25. 
This price, in our opinion, 4s reasonable, and it would appear 
satisfactory if the Indian Affairs Branch accept the tender of 
this firm.

Other than the classroom block, no new buildings 
should be erected at the Kamloops School, either from the funds 
of the school management or from departmental funds, without 
receiving specific authority from the Department. I do not 
immediately recall to mind that at the time you were here with 
Father O*Grady, he then intended to include living accommodation 


for two teachers in the classroom block.

I feel that it is most important that something 
should be done to improve the sewage disposal system at 
this school and 1 recommend that the necessary action be 
taken in this regard at the earliest possible date. 

In addition to the current file, 1 am sending 


you the previous file with a letter turned out showing 
that the sewage disposal system has been unsatisfactory 


for some time.

With reference to Major Mackay's memorandum of April 11th 
bearing your marginal notation of the 13th instant, together with 
attached tenders numbered 1 to 14 inclusive in connection with the 
above, you are advised as follows:- 


Principal Father O'Grady visited Ottawa last December and 
conferred with officers of this Division with regard to numerous 
changes to the layout of the classroom block, Such changes, if 
carried out, would affect the mechanical, electrical and structural 
layout, The Indian Affairs Branch when verbally informed, stated 
that they would advise this Division officially if the changes re- 
quested by the Principal, received their approval, 


We received no advice that the alterations have been appro- 
ved, The subsequent tenders numbered 8 to 14 inclusive with reference 
to the heating, plumbing and electrical work, are based on the pro- 
posed alterations, and since we have no record as to the extent of 
the alterations involved, it is not possible to offer worthwhile 
comment on either the heating or the electrical prices, 


Following a recent discussion with Indian Affairs officials,

The latter contract was subsequently 
awarded to Carr & Son and it was not until Father O'Grady 
visited this office last week, were we aware that this instal- 
lation had been the subject of discussion by Mr. Hargraves, 
Heating Engineer, Father O'Grady, and Mr. Giddens of H. Giddens 
& Sons during the formers visit to the school. 


I gather from Father O'Grady that the installation 
quoted on by H. Giddens & Sons was in accordance with require- 
ments as set out by Mr. Hargraves and that the installation 
quoted on by Carr & Son is not suitable in that it will take 
four hours to heat water for domestic use. May I suggest that 
the tenders received on the domestic hot water system for the 
main building be reviewed with Mr. Hargraves if this has not 
already been done.

Father O'Grady informs me that an order has been 
placed for a twenty quart electric food mixer for the 
Kamloops school whereas the machine required to meet the 
requirements of the kitchen staff in preparing approximately 
1100 meals # day is a twenty gallon mixer. I understand 
that the 20 quart mixer now ready for delivery was ordered 
from Ryan Brothers Western Limited who also quoted on an 
80 quart mixer, reference their tender of August 26th 
enclosed. The cost of this machine is $1,785.00 plus 
$116.50 for an extra 40 quart bowl, whip and beater. 


It is not kmown if the Department has funds to 
this extent for kitchen equipment at the Kamloops school 
put Father O'Grady informs me that a 20 quart mixer is of 
little value as it will be necessary for the kitchen staff 
to make four mixes for each meal.

It was the intention of the Indian Affairs Branch 
to build a Four Classroom Indian Day School at the above ac- 
cording to plans and specifications Index No. 836 prepared 
by this Service. However, before construction was started, 
it was decided that by heating the Day School from the Resi- 
dential School the heating plant area could be utilized for 
instructional purposes. 


The Indian Affairs Branch informed us in their 
memorandum dated the llth of April, 1949, that changes had 
been made to our layout and they obtained tenders for the 
electrical work based on the proposed changes to be made@.« 
In our memorandum to Indian Affairs dated the 2nd of May, 
1949, we pointed out that since we had no knowledge of the 
extent of the alterations we were unable to offer worth=- 
while comment on the tenders forwarded to us. In a discus- 
gion with Col. Neary, he requested that our commentary on 
the electrical work be deferred until such time as we were 
fully acquainted with the situation. 


Our electrical engineer visited Kamloops last Nov- 
ember during his western inspection trip and took measure~ 
ments and prepared a plan of the new layout. There was such 
a great variation from our original plans that it was con- 
sidered advisable to prepare 4 new electrical design and 
call for competitive tenders on this basis. We have com- 
pleted our electrical design and have today delivered by 
hand to Col. Neary six (6) copies of our plans and specifi- 
cations Index No. 927, which the Indian Affairs Branch will 
send to the electrical contractors for re-bid. 


Our officer inspected the Residential School and 
out-buildings while he was at the site, and in this connec~- 
tion, we make the following remarks « 


(a) Residential School 


It is proposed to continue to use several of 
the existing classrooms in this building as 
instructional areas when the classroom block 
4s in operation. The lighting in these class- 
rooms is very poor and we consider it neces-~- 
sary to increase the illumination. 
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(a) Residential School (Cont'd) 


The lighting in other areas throughout the 
school is below minimum requirements, and 

it 1s recommended that general improvements 
in lighting be carried out as required to 
our specifications. It is also recommended 
that a minimum number of plug receptacles 

be provided thus eliminating the hazards 
existing through the use of long temporarily 
connected extension cords. 


The present distribution system is 2 wire, 

115 volts alternating current and we recom- 
mend that a 3 wire, 115/230 volt system be 

provided and that existing open knife type 

distribution centres be replaced by modern 

totally enclosed equipment. 


(b) OQut-buildings 


There are a number of buildings located at 
the site, and it is recommended that altera- 
tions in the wiring be made to onform to 
code regulations and good practice. The 
electrical installations in several of the 
more recently constructed buildings issatis- 
factory and requires no attention. 


In summary therefore, we desire from the Indian 
Affairs Branch: 


1. Concurrence in providing a new distribution 
system and improved lighting and wiring in 
the Residential School. 


Concurrence in providing lighting and wir- 
ing improvements in the Out-buildings in 


accordance with Canadian Electrical Code 
Regulations and good practice. 


We estimate that the above mentioned work can be 
carried out under contract for an amount not exceeding

In connection with the installation of the domestic 
hot water unit for this School I wish to advise thet Mr. Hargreaves of the 
Department of Lands & Development, on his visit here a year ago,approached 
H. Giddens Ltd. of Kamloops, who were to get the contract for heating the 
Classroom Block, and asked them to quote on the domestic hot water unit. H. 
Giddens Ltd. had already figured , in their price on the heating job, to 
supply hot water for domestic use by increasing the size of their heating 
unit. Mr. Hargreaves did not favour that method of heating water and 
recommended a separate installation. He outlined what was required and asked 
H. Giddens Ltd. to quote a price on this separate unit. Since a separate 
unit for domestic hot water was being called for H. Giddens Ltd. would not 
need now to increase the size of their heating boiler. They suggested to 
re-quote on their heating contract price at a lower figure. Mr. Hargreaves 
thought it best for them to leave their heating contract price stand but 
asked them, in quoting on the domestic hot water unit, to arrive at 4 figure 
less the amount they saved in not having to increase the size of their 
heating boiler. H. Giddens Ltd. did this. The situation changes now with 
another Contractor coming into the picture. Carr x Son of hamloops were 
asked to quote on the domestic hot water unit, by the local Superintendent 
ana they, without sufficiently studying what was required, put in a4 price 
on a unit fear too smell at a much less figure, and got the contract. H. Giddens 


Ltd. were surprised but not @isappointed because they effected quite a 
saving on their heating job. 


In the quotation of Carr « Son on the domestic hot 
water unit it is the size of the heating tank thet is far too small. lo 
correct the situation Uarr # Son subsequently quoted to install a heating 
tank to the amount of $988.00. The domestic hot water unit would then be 
of the same size as quoted on by H. Giddens Ltd. whicn is the size required. 


I nope the above explanation will clarify tne 
situation of the contract mentioned in the preceding paragraphs and that 
some action can be forthcoming soon to proceed with the installation of 
the domestic hot water unit which is so urgently needed.

Complying to your request for a state- 
ment of the damages to the 50 H.P., 2200 volt 
motor of the irrigation pump, we advise as follows. 


On receiving a phone call that there was 
trouble in this motor, we went to investigate. On 
enquiry we were advised the pump was in normal 
operation and suddenly stopped. ‘Smoke was seen 
coming from the motor and the starting compensator. 


On examination we found several coils in 
the motor burned and decided to ship it to the 
repair shop. An examination at the shop showed 
the insulation was badly perished. This no doubt 
is due to the age of the motor, 23 years. 


We were advised that a complete rewind 
job would be necessary. 


The cost of repairs, rent of service motor, 
etc. will be apppoximately $650.00.

With reference to your marginal request on ilajor 
MacKay's memorandum of the lst of June in connection with the 
above, the following comment is provided. 


2. Due to circumstances with which we have no connection 
or control, it would appear that a misunderstanding has arisen 
with regard to Father O'Grady's request for improvements to the 
domestic hot water system in the residential school. It is the 
purpose of this memorandum to review the circumstances known to 
us and to suggest a recommendation on which the Indian Affairs 
3ranch may base their action. 


3. Our Mr. Hargreaves visited this school a year ago in 
@onnection with changes to the Four Classroom 3lock then under 
construction. At that time Father O'Grady pointed out that the 

mé § water facilities in the residential school were ina- 
dequat : h quir ts for his pupils and staff. Our 
officer insp hese se and verified the principal's 
contention. Fethe: trady was advised to submit his request 
for improvements to the i f sg Branch through the local 
Indian Superintendent. Since the Superintendent was away on a 
business trip, Mr. Arneil who was present, suggested that Father 
O'Grady's request ould be subinitted to him for transmission to 
the indian Affairs Branch. 


4. Our officer outlined the requirements and it was agreed 
that since this work had nothing to do with the contract being 
carried out at the new Classroom Block, it should be classed as 

a maintenance item. Therefore, Father O'Grady was advised to Ob- 
tain prices on tl following equipment. 


1000 gallon domestic hot water storage 
with suitable steel supports. 


One = High-Test cast iron jacket heater built 
for a working pressure of 75 peS.ie having 4 
capacity to raise 500 gallons of water per 
hour through 100 degree temperature rise. 


One - pressure relief valve set to release at 
60 peSeie 


One - stoker to fire jacket heater having a 
capacity to burn coal at a maximum rate of 50 
lbs. per hour. All necessary piping, valves 
and fittings as may be required to complete 
the installation.

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Se Giddens and Sons were the contractors carrying out 
the plumbing and heating installation in the Classroom Block. 
They submitted a price for the work, which for reasons unknown 
to us, was not acted on by the Indian Affairs Branch. 


6. After they had completed their contract and moved 
out, the local Indian Superintendent called for prices and the 
work was awarded to Carr and Son, whose tender was much lower 
than that of Giddens and Sons. After the work was awarded to 
Carr and Son, Father O'Grady discovered that they had tendered 
on equipment of insufficient capacity and not in accordance with 
the requirements suggested by our officer. 


76 Fether O'Grady's letter, a copy of which was attached 
to Major MacKay's memorandum, does not give sufficient detail 

for us tc furnish complete comment. He states that the "Domestic 
hot water unit would then be of the same size as quoted on by H. 
Giddens Limited, which is the size required". 


&. In order for us to recommend that the Carr and Son 
tender be accepted, it will be necessary to have Father O'Grady 
submit to us an itemized list of the equipment they propose to 
supply. This list should include the items mentioned in para- 
graph 4 of this memorandum. We would also be interested to know 
the contractor's price. Since this work is to be administered 
by the indian Affairs Branch, no funds will be transferred to 
this Service.

Reference is made to Paragraph 8 of our memorandum 
of the 9th of June with regard to the domestic hot water 
facilities at the above. 


2. Father O'Grady paid a visit to this office today 
and orally advised that he had presented a quotation to the 
Indian Affairs Branch covering the jacket heater. This data 
was in line with what we had requested. 


3. Our original recommendation called for a cast iron 
jacket heater built for 75 p.#el. and having a capacity to 
heat 500 gallons of water per hour through 100° rise. Since 
this type of heater is at present in short supply in the area, 
Father O'Grady was quoted on a steel type. The heater quoted 
on has somewhat more capacity than thal specified and has 
equal or superior characteristics generally. The price of 
$988.00 is not considered to be unreasonable. 


4. Therefore, it 1s recommended that the Indian Af~ 
fairs Branch consider the purchase and installation of this 
heater in lieu of that specified. Other items of equipment 
ineluding the 1,000 gallon storage tank, 50 1b. per hour 
stoker and auxiliary items have already been paid for and 
are on the job according to Father O'Grady.

Reverting to the matter of irrigation of 


Sir,- 


the land of the Kamloops Industrial School which we 
discussed during your visit to the province, I beg 

to say that no outlay has yet been made in the 
direction of having an estimate prepared, and it seems 
that a little has been gained by waiting. 

«The man I had in view to look it over has 
been i111 and would not have been able to undertake it 
up to the present; but in discussing the matter with 
Indian Agent Smith I learned that he was expecting to 


obtain the services of an engineer from the Department 


of Sibrice to go into another matter relating to water 


for the Indians of the Kamloops Agency, and he would have 
him take levels at the Industrial Sohocl. That engineer has 
has not yet come and the matter remains as it was. 

Last week I spent a couple of days in Kamloops 
attending the Convention of the Western Carida Irrigation 
Association and met Father La Chesne with 
an interview and he appeared urgent to get matters 
under way, but he advised me of a new complication in 
the situation which to my mind would make it prudent 
to hasten slowly for a bit and allow matters to work 
themselves out. He is dissatisfied with the location 
of the C. N. R. right of way through through the 
industrial Sohool grounds which was arranged for by 
my predecessor, Mr. Commiskey, and wanted the question 
re-opened. Were it not that thia matter of C.N.R. 


right of way is a factor in the irrigation project which 
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we had in view, I would not care to deal with the matter 
of re-O6pening the right of way question which I understand 
was sufficiently difficult in itself before it was settled; 
put if the C. N. R. is to be puilt on its present location 
it will effect materially the cost and efficiency 6f a 
suitable irrigation system for the industrial School 
grounds. Father La Chesne gave me a rough sketch of the 

C. N. Re. location through the school grounds and I enclose 
it herewith. As the buildings stand on an eminence and 


the railway which will pass in rear of them is on ground 


that is still higher, it will mean a deep cut there and a 


moderately high fill all along the flat and river front 
to the east. 

I also discussed the question of irrigation for 
the Kamloops Industrial School grounds with lir. Young, 
Provincial Water Comptroller, and he promised to let some 
of his engineers look it ower without any cost to the 
Indian Department for such service, and that is another 
reason why it might be better to let the matter rest for 
a bit to give the right of way situation time to clear 
up a little before rushing into any expenditure. Father 
La Chesne is anxious to get work under way this fail.

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two acre-feet per acre would be an ample supply to be pumped 
during the irrigation season. 

It is stated that the irrigation season extends from the 

f May to the first of September and that about four appli- 
cations of water are necessary during this season. 

The duration of each service and the jiepth of water to 
be put on the land will vary greatly with the class of soil and 
the different crops, and therefore it is difficult to acquire 
reliable data regarding this matter, but the maximum requirement 
at a service should not exceed eight inches in depth. 

It will be necessary to provide a pumping plant of a 
suitable capacity to pump sufficient water during such periods, 

the greatest amount is actually needed during working hours, 
as no natural storage reservoir exists here which could be 
cheaply developed, to equalize the supply pumped, and by this 
means permit of a smaller pump being used. 

Where one half of the crop is alfalfa and the other 
half grain or other crops requiring e similar volume of water, 
and when an economical use of the water is made under a rotation 
system, experiments in other localities have shown that about 
19 per cent of the water ould be Geliveree in the month of May, 
26 per cent in June, 33 per cent in July and 20 per cent in 
August. Applying this data to the 100 acres under contemplation, 
the maximum pump duty will be 33 per cent of 200 acre-feet, or 
66 acre-feet to be pumped in thirty days of twelve working hours 
each, which amounts to 2.2 cubic feet per second. (It is assumed 
that in this particular case the pump will be operated only 
during the daylight hours). 

As no doubt there will be a variety of crops grown and 
the services of water can be regulate@ so that the different fields 


receive it alternately in sufficient quantities to suit the 


different crops, I have concluded that a pump of the above capacity 


will be ample to irrigate the one hundred acres considered in this 
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project. 

The total lift (ineluding friction head) to the point 
of delivery or distribution into the main ditches is 50 feet above 
the averace water level of 3. Thompson River during the irrigation 
season (as near as can be ascertained) and the necessary power 
required to operate the proposed pump would be 25 H.P. on the 
pump shaft, allowing an efficiency of 50% for the pump. 

The transmission line from the Kamloops sub-station to 
the pump house will have a total length of 1.20 miles of which 
0.90 miles of poles are already installed, requiring only the 
additional cross-arms,pins, insulators and wires. 

Power is distributed from the Kamloops sub-station into 
the main lines at 2200 volts and will be transmitted to the pump- 
house through No. 6 gauge copper wires at this voltage, where it 
will then be reduced to 220 volts by two service transformers. 

With regard to the cost of power, this is a matter 
which will have to be arranged with the City of Kamloops, a8 
their present schedule of prices (as published) are prohibitory, 
but no doubt a special arrangement can be made based upon a 
reasonable charge per horse power or a lump sum for the season. 

As an example of wh charges are being made by other 
power companies for similar work, I may mention the case of the 
>4tt Meadows Land Company o operate a large pump at Pitt 
Meadows during about four months each year. The Western Canada 
Power Company constructed the transmission line and supply the 
necessary power at one cent per K.W. hour, with a minimum charge 
of $300.00 for the seasone 

Probably 25,000 K.W. hours would be the total amount 
you would require during an irrigation season, so that the annual 
cost of irrigating the farm at this rate would amount to about 


250.00 or about $2.50 per acre, without taking into consideration 
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the interest on the cost of the plant and assuming that the 
operating and maintenance are provided by the School. 

I may here mention that the srea of irrigable land in 
this project, which we examined in the company of the School 
Principal and Agent, is smaller than I at first anticipated, but 
no doubt is a sufficient area to demonstrate the feasibility of 
pumping. 

A very much larger area of level land lying along the 
North Thompson River in the vicinity of Paul Creek, can no doubt 
be successfully irrigated by pumping. This large tract of land 
which is now being served by Paul Ureek, would require a separate 
pumping plant on the N. Thompson River, and may receive your 
future consideration, after more data has been secured, 

With regard to the Western portion of the land under 
consideration, lying between the 40 foot contour and the low area 
subject to flooding, there is an area here of about 22 acres of 
light sandy soil, a large portion of which can probably be con- 
sidered as irrigable land. I am informed that "while Father 
LeChesne is very anxious that the scheme be pushed to a favourable 
conclusion, he is doubtful if he will be able to handle this sandy 
area for some years to come." 

In formulating the proposed pumping scheme, I have, 
however, considered it advisable to include at least 20 acres of 
this area. 

I have written to the Kamloops Council, asking them to 
state a price for supplying the necessary power on a flat rate 
basis per horse power per season, and have not as yet received a 
reply, but will acquaint you of their offer as soon as it arrives. 

The accompanying plans, profile and other details show 
the proposed pumping scheme, and the following estimate of cost 


is based upon this type of construction. 
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I may here mention that Mr. William Young, Comptroller 
of Water Rights, accompanied me in the examination of the ground, 
and that the necessary contours of the land, and surveys, sufficient 
to ascertain the irrigable areas and other measurements and levels 


were made by his Department, from which data the accompanying plans

and a motor at 2040 volts (eliminating the transformers) a 
saving of about $500.00 can be made. The conditions under which 
the pipe-line will be used are not favorable to wood, but the 
present high price of steel would make 4t advisable to sonsider 
the adoption of a wooden pipe even if its life will not exceed 


seven or eight years. 


The reducing of the voltage from 2200 to 220 volts at 


the pwnp house (and the necessary transformers provided for in 
the above estimate) is a matter which you may further consider. 

The chief object of this arrangement is:- greater 
safety to inexperienced operators, and consequently a better 
assurance to continuous operating. 

The rotary pump provided for in my estimate of cost 
is a simple design,and is recommended by a number of practical 
men who have had experience with pumps. As the speed of this 
pump will be about 300 R. P. M. it cannot be direct connected 
with the Motor, but will be belt driven. 

Another type of pump which may be considered would be 
a centrifugal pump designed for & moderately high head and 
direct connected with the motor. This would be an ideal arrange- 
ment, except that the motor would require to be placed down at 
the bottom of the concrete chamber. The price would probably 
be the samee 

Should you cecide to fo ahead with this pumping pro- 
ject, it will be necessary to construct the pile foundation, 
Concrete work and Section pipe of the I ise, in the early 
spring before the water level has risen to these points. 

The above estimate of cost is based upon the prices 
which exist at the present time, and is therefore subject to an 
increase at any time.

I have just returned from a visit to the Kamloops Indian 
Industrial School where I had a conversation with Mr. Smith, the Indian 
Agent, and Fatner Salles, 0.M.0. acting principal. 


Dear Mr. Scott: 


I. The chief question we discussed was that of the in- 
stallation of the proposed new irrigating plant. I understand that a 
competent engineer's plans and estimates have already been submitted to 
you, amd no doubt you are very anxious to see the work completed. I am 
satisfied it will be a great boon to the school, especially during these 
hard times, and if it is your desire that the work be undertaken and 
finisned this year, I would respectfully suggest that the foundations 
for the Electric pump be luid at once -- that is before the river rises. 
Nothing can be done as soon as the water begins to rise -- and thus a 
whole year will be lost unless the work is begun at an early date. Only 
thirteen acres are now under cultivation, but when tne new plant is in- 
stalled taey will be able to irrigate a hundred. 


TY Another point to which I would respectfully draw 
your attention is the condition of the farming implements -- nearly 
everything is old and worn out. A new plough is needed, and also a new 
wagon, and new disc harrows and rakes. The horses, too, are about 18 
years old and are practically useless to-day. Certainly the school ur- 
gently needs a fresh work team and a set of narness -- and also a 
carriage horse as trips to town must be made several times a week. 


TII. The last request I now beg to make is that you 
would raise the pupilage from 60 to 64. Mr. Smith assures me that 
the school has accomodation for 63 children. An increase of even four 
paying pupils would be of assistance and would be much appreciated at 
a time like this when the price of food and clothing has almost doubled 
Since the outbreak of the war. 


Sincerely trusting you may be able to grant the above 
requests. which the Indian Agent I am sure is ready to endorse, I have

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600 horse power, go it is to their advantage to make the 
rates low enough to dispose of as much of it as they can. 

The school is of little use in its present con- 
dition, so far 4s teaching farming to Indian pupils is con- 
cerned, when they are unable to grow sufficient food stuffs 
to maintain themselves and mist buy 411 their supplies at the 
present hich prices. They have been receiving their grant 
all along 4s &n Industrial School with the main object in 
view to teach the Indian boys how to-farm, and the desired 
results are not being obtsined. Neither is the oresent 
principal to blame for it, because on taking charge he found 
himself faced with impossible conditions, and he has even 
been putting into it his owmm money and that of his friends 
back in Montreal to keep going. Without irrigation they 
eénnot farm, but with @ proper supply of water pumped from 
the South Thompson by means of the system which was outlined 
in Mr. Surwell's renort, there is every reasnn to hope that 
farming may be carried on successfully and the pupils given 


an oppertunity to learn furming properly.

I beg to edvise the Department that the question 
of irrigation has become very urgent in the Kamloops Agency 
and has taken up 4 good deal of my attention of late. So 
serious has the situation become at the Ksmloops Industria} 
School that something must be done ts anable them to continue 
and the disadvantages they have to contend against are fully 
set forth in & report made to the Department by Indian agent, 


J.F.Smith, under date of February Sth, 1918.

Irregation at the Industrial School. This matter 
was taken up in the fall of 1916 when Mr- Burwell, OC. B. of 
Vancouver, was employed to examine the feasibility of in- 
stalling a pumping plant and made report thereon under date 
of January 8th, 1917, His ostimate, I am assured, can be 
reduced nearly $1000.00 without loss of effectiveness and pro- 
bably with considerable betterment in some regards; but 4 
good deal of the saving effected by alteration of part of the 
plan might now be wiped ont by advance in the cost of electric- 
al supplies and other material since Mr. Burwell's estimate 
wes made. As Mr. Burwell speaks of Kamloops City power rates 


being prohibitory, the Council were asked that they could do to 


meet the situation. They have now given a rate of 14 cents 


per kilowatt hour for the industrial School scheme and 14 cents 
per kilowatt hour if the larger scheme of pumping from the 
North Thompson on to the Indian Reserve is adopted. shey are 


able to supply over 1500 horse power and are using dnly about 
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600 horse power, ao it is to their advantage to make the 
rates low enough to dispose of as much of it as they can. 

The school is of little use in its present con- 
dition, so far as teaching farming to Indian pupils is con- 
cerned, when they are unable to grow sufficient food stuffs 
to maintain themselves and mist buy 41] their supplies at the 
present hich prices. They have been receiving their grant 
all along as an Industrial School with the main object in 
view to teach the Indian boys how to-farm, and the desired 
results are not being obtsined. Neither is the present 
principal to blame for it, because on taking charge he found 
himself faced with impossible conditions, and he has even 
been putting into it his owm money and that of his friends 
back in Montreal to keep going. Without irrigation they 
cannot farm, but with & proper supply of water pumped from 
the South Thompson by means of the system which was outlined 
in Mr. Surwell's renort, there is every reasnn to hope that 
farming may be carried on successfully and the pupils given 


an oppertunity to learn furming properly.

Kamloops Industrial School. 


The following notes were taken from the cevers)] 
files relating to the water-supply of the Kamloops Industrial 
school and the various attempts and suggestions made to date 
to irrigate the school land for farming purposes. 

Up to January 2, 1892, the water-supply for both 
domestic and irrigation purposes was furnished by 4& windmill 
pumping water from the Thompson River into & wooden tank lo- 
cated in the attic of the school building but owing to the 
inadequate supply of water thus obtained an additional quant- 
ity had to be earried to the school by the pupils, # distance 
of 400 feet, with an elevation of about fifty feet. 

On January 2, 1892, Rev. J. Ae Bodard of Victoria 
Sonlied to the Department for an additional irrigation plant, 
for the Industria] school, consisting of 412 foot geared 
aerometer, a pneumatic low nressure pump, 4ir compreseer, 50 
foot wooden tower, shaft, fittings, a 2000 géllons water tank 
and the necessary piping to lay & pipe line from the river 
to the proposed site of the tank, a distance of about 400 feet. 
The estimated cost of the work was given at $9656.00, but upon 
the recommendation of Mr. Ae We Vowell, Indian Superintendent, 
who stated that the scheme ss thus suggeated would not give 
satisfactory results, the work was not carried out. 

On March 17, 1893, Mr. Ae We. Vowell reported to the 


Department thht the water-supply for both domestic and irri- 
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=& 
irrigation purposes was almost a failure and that provision 
wuld have to be mde to improve the situation especially as 
to the irrigation of the school land and & detsiled revort 
was subsequently furnished by Apent J. W. MacKay suggesting 
that the old wind-mill be renaired so as to vrovide irri- 
gation for the school garden and lower part of the school 
reserve and that & new numpine plant be installed which could 
be operated by hand or bel t-driven to furnish the required 
supply of water to ‘he school building. The estimated cost 
of this new pumping apparatus including the well, wooden 
tank and piping amounted to $240.00. No action was taken 
by the Department in this matter. 


On Februiry 7, 1906, the Principal of the school, 


Rev, MeN.Carion, applied for 4 grant of $260.00 to instal a 


new wind-mill similar to that already suggested by Rev. JeAe 
Bedard in 1892 to irrigate a few extra scares of land in the 
school reserve. Upon the recommendation of both the Indian 
Superintendent and Agent the smount of $250.00 was paid by 

the Department for the machinery only, snd the labor was furn- 
ished by the school authorities. 

On March 21, 1912, an architect, Mr. J. Partlett, 
engared by the Department to make an inspection of that school 
reported that the water-supnly was exposed to contamination 
owing to the bad locution of the intake pipe and r ecommended 
that the pumping of water for domestic ourooses from artesian 

No action has yet been taken with reference to this 
suggestion. 

On January, 28, 1913, Mr. Re Bell, an architect 
from Vernon B.%., also made an inspection of the school 
especially of the water-supply. He, in his revort, mentioned 
that the 2 HP. gasoline engine which had been purchased by the 


School to operate the pump was wrn out and that the whole 


(ra

plant was far from being estisfactory. He suggested the in- 
stallation of @ new pumping system which would be driven by 
electricity, the cost of which would only amount to $700.00, 
in view of the fact that electricity wag being brought to the 
school at that time. The proposal was not carried out owing 
to lack of funda. 

On June 2, 1913, the Principal and the agent made 
& strong plea that the 3 H.P. gnsoline engine above mentioned 
be replaced and the request was granted on Atpust 6, 1913. 
The amount authorized for the change was fixed at $250.00. 

On April 13, 1915, an amount of $87.20 was expended 
in repairing the old wind-mill used for irrigation of farm 
land. 

On July 4, 1917, an amount of $52.30 was also ex- 
oended in renairing the gasoline engine also used for irri- 


gation ourposes. 


On march 8, 1917, snother request was mad@ by Rev. 


J. Welch for the installation of 4 new and complete pumping 
plant for the irrigation of the school land, but same was not 
taken into consideration owing to the reduction in the school 
appropriation. 

On April 2, 1917, the Principal, Rev. J.B. Salles, 
renorted that only from five to eight acres of land were be- 
ing cultivated and that considerable loss was suffered owing 
to the lack of proper ond sufficient irrigation and applied 
for some help towards improving the present condition. 

Finally on February 8, 1918, Agent J. Smith inform- 
ed the Depertment that the failure in last year's vegetable 
and hsy crops was due to the insufficient and poor system of 
irrigation, and stated that 100 acres of good land could be 


utilized if irrigated and that such improvement would enable

this institution to grow sufficient vegetables and other farm 


products. 


The school reserve has an area of 332 acres of which 


only 8 acres are being cultivated; this compels the authorities 


to pay, each year, & considerable sum of money for vegetables 
and other products which could be obtained from their own farm 
if some reliable system of irrigation could he provided, suc 
as that described in the following item. 

On December 4, 1916, 4 complete survey was made of 
the school reserve by 4 civil engineer of Vancouver, Mr. H. 
Burwell, with a view to preparing the necessary plans, estimates 
and revnorts on the feasibility of irrigating a sufficient 
portion of the school farm. According to Mr. H. Burwell's 
notes on the proposed scheme an sdditional 100 seres could be 
economically developed along the shore of the South Thompson 
River. The plant consisted in summary of pumping the water 
with an electria driven pump 4 distance of 380 feat to a dis- 
tributing tank from where it could be carried to the different 
portions of the fields by means of wooden flumes and ditches. 

The cost of the whole installation at that time was 
estimated at $4,600.00, and its annuel maintensnce and oper- 
ation $300.00. 

Although several requests mere made to this Depar t- 
ment by the Principal, the agent, etce., who 811 agreed on the 
urgent need of this improvement, the Depertment decided that 
the work as proposed could not be taken into consideration at 

condi tions. 

IT may add that upon examination of the proposed 
plans and estimates, I think that several chanres could be made 
Which would reduce both the cost of the installation of the 
plant and its operation, if the scheme is to be carried out at 
& later date.

Design and Estimates for Pumping Plant 


& For Irrigating Land at Industrial School 


Kamloops Indian Reserve.

Previous surveys and investigations have developed the 
essentail facts in connection with the proposed irrigation 
project. One hundred acres of land are to be irrigated by a 
pumping plant capable of delivering water at the rate of 1000 
GeP.M.e into a ditch 50 feet above low water. Hlectric power can 
be obtained from the power plant of the city of Kamloops, 
situated about 6500 feet away and on the opposite side of 
river. 

In preparing the design submitted, the effort has been 
ynable cost. an installation of standard 
pumping machinary of the required capacity which will operate 
reliably under the local conditions. In this, we have been 
guided by the actual prefoxpnce of a plant of similer capacity 
which was instelled last

Ranch on the south side of the river is 16 feet, and of the 
bottom of the lower chord of the new O.lieRailway bridge is 21 feet. 
We have decided to adOot 18 feet, which is 3 feot above the highest 
water for the lest 7 years, but below the level of the 1894 floode 
If another exceptionally high flood should come some year, the 
motor can be removed for the few deys of extreme high water. 

The ordinary height of the water during the irrigation 
season is from 2 to 12 feet on the gauge, 80 that the suction 
1ift of the pump will vary from 16 to 6 feet. Very little water 
would be pumped at the 16 foot lift. 

The elevation of the outlet of the discherge pipe is 
to be 30 feet above the centre of the pump. The totel vertical 
lift, therefore, would be from 36 to 48 feet. 

The discharge pipe will be about 350 feet long and most 

of it will be 8 inch wood stave pipe. The suction pipe will be 
25 feet long and will be & inch steel pipe. The discharge of the 
pump at a totel head of 50 feet is to be 1000 GePelle Under 
these conditions the friction head would be about 14 feet. 

The total head to be pumped against, therefore, will 
ordinarily be somewhete between 50 and 62 feet, with short periods 
in which the limits may be passed in either direction. 

In such an installation as the one proposed, some method 
must be provided for priming the pump, since a centrifugal pump 
will not pump air. The method proposed is to use 4 foot valve 
on the tower end of the suction pipe, with a hand force pump to 
fill the pipe. This is quite a simple and reliable method 
except that a foot valve may get out of order occassionally and 
provision must be made for cleaning it. 

It is quite an advantage to have some method of 
prevent ing sticks and other® foreign substances from entering 
the pump and from interfering with the proper action of the foot 
valve; but if an ordinary smell mesh screen is used on & pipe 


get directly in the river, it is apt to become clogged with 
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»... leaves and small sticks. For these reasons it has been 


decided to dig a well and connect it with the river by a timber 
pipe about 2 feet square buried in a trench below the lowest 
water level for the irrigation season. The pump will take water 
from the well which will be kept at the level of the river by the 
flow through the timber pipe. A coarse sereen of iron rods can 

be placed over the outer end of the timber pipe, and if necessary 
a fine screen on the lower end of the suction pipe below the foot 
valve. Then if anything interferes with the foot valve or fine 
sereem, it is a comparatively simple matter to disconnect the 
lower part of the pipe and raise it up for examination and 
cleaning. 

The well and trench must be dug and the timbering 
finished while the water in the river is low, preferably before 
the middle of April. 

The pumping unit proposed consists of a 6 inch Centrifugal 
pump, capable of delivering 1000 UeS-egallons per minute against 
a head of 50 feet at 800 RePelM., direct connected to a 25 HeP- 
3 phase, 60 cycle, 220 volt, electric motor. This can be delivered 
from Vancouver within 3 weeks of the placing of the order. 

This plant could supply 65 acre-feet of water in a 
month of 50 days, working 12 hours a day. This would be sufficient 
for 100 acres of land in the driest month. 

At present prices, 8 inch stecl pipe would cost at least 
$2.00 a foot, so that to provide steel pipe for the whole length 
of the 350-foot discharge pipe would cost $700.00 plus the 
freight from Vancouver. 

It is proposed to use instead, 550 feet of & inch wood 
steve pipe, wire wound and asphalt coated. This pipe will be safe 
for pressures up to 75-foot head, and can be purchased at 
Vancouver for 52 cents a foot. It will not be buried, but will be 
Placed on sills and not allowed to come in contact with the

In my report for ths pumping plant for tha Kamloops 
Industrial School dated March J0th.,1918, I based my estimates 
on the supposition that we would be able to maka a raasonable 
arrangement with Mr.Dawson, the owner of tha transmission line to 
the Vic ranch, which would anablis us to transmit the power for 
the pumping plant ove: Bis line from the city power house. On 
account of thse short time allowed, it was necossery to submit 
our caport without waiting to got a dsfinite agrasmant from 
Mr.Dawson. 

@ find now that Nir.Daveon wants to charge a rental of 
Ona hundred dollars ($100.00) a year for the privilege of us ing 
his line. Thi@ rental charge is maraly for the use of his 
transmission line which he will continue to use himself as wall, 
and is quite distinct from the city's charge of lig per kilewatt 
hour for powor. In spite of the fact that you stated you would 


not bo willing to pay mora than 250.00 a year, he rofusos to make 


any veduction in his original figures. Tha amount he &eks s2ems 


rather high. 


Yortunatsly, however, there is anuther way of transmitting 


the power. Tho fizet cost will not 69 Vory much more than th9 


original plan, and it will not involve any annual rental. After 


& careful inspection, we "ava tound that the present two-wire 


lighting cireuit to ths Industrial sehool is in good condition 
’ 


and that by adding a third wire and building some 1700 feet of 
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® ig 


lines, wo will obtain a system which will be quite capable of 


te QPoireing the nacaseary cucrunt. Thie whole system will vulong 


to tha Depactmant and will be almost entirely on tha .e6arva. 

{he cost of the re-construction and extension work has bean 
astimated vacy carafully, and it would be about Yhroe hundred 
jollare (2300.00) mora than tho original plan. This soome quite a 
rcansonable capital axpenditura to save an annual charga of $100.00 
and if you coneent, we will maka this change in the transmission 
lina plans. [t will ineranse tha total estimated cost for the 
plant from *2600.00 to %3100800. 

I am sorry thet this feature was not referred to more 
fully in our original coport, but st thetime we did not realize 
that Mr.Dwason would insist on such a high rental, and we did not 
know that the cost of re-constructing tho prasent lighting syst om 
to tha [Industrial School would ba so low, since provious set imatos 
by tha othor snginsers ware much highor. 

I am onclosing a plan of the two transmission systoms which 
will help to oxplain the genoral situation.
